They 
were told that if one or two of the South Side 
Commissioners were for him, Mr. Hardy 
might stand a show of securing the nomina- 
tion of the caucus. It was after this that 
Starkey solicited the support of Mr, Ritter. 
Later he called on Commissioner Martin, but 
did not make him a direct proposition. 

The affair created something of a sensation, 
as the Commissioners got into a tangle over 
the patronage and the ory of boodle was 
raised as soon as Mr. Ritter informed some of 
his colleagues that an attempt had been made 
to influence his vote. The Commissioners 
met Friday and settled their differences, and 
Mr. Ritter concluded it was time for him to

C. M. Hardy donies the Starkey story in de- 
tail. He said last night: “I was not a candi- 
date for the office of County Attorney. I do 
rot know any of the County Commissioners 
except Daniel Healy, and have never had 
apy business relations with this man Starkey, 
though I know him well. I remember 
the trouble he was in over an 
alleged attempt to bribe a jury. 
I know him by sight and meet him occasion- 
ally. The last timeI saw him was about a 
month ago, when I met him near the Court- 
House, but only spoke to him in pass- 
ing. If he has been trying any such 
scheme as this he must be drunk 
or crazy. I don’t want the dee of County- 
Attorney, and would not accept itasa gift, I 
never heard my name men‘ioned in connec- 
tion with the office before tonight. You muy 
say for me that I deny ali knowledge or con- 
nection with this scheme in any way.“ 

William Starkey was mixed up in a jury 
bribing case some six years ago eft sud- 
denly for Canada. The action was a damage 
suit brought against the Chicago City railway. 
While Starkey was in Canada the murder of 
Dr. Cronin occurred, May 4, 1889.

The Policemen’s Benevolent Association of 
Chicago has been swindled out of $2,125, 
which amount it paid on fraudulent repre- 
sentations that Henry A. Forgie, one of its 
members, died Oct. 22 last in Copeland, Kas. 
Discovery of the fraud was made yesterday 
morning by Sergt. Crane of the Englewood 
Station, who met Forgie walking along Sixty- 
3 street. Sergt. Crane stopped him and 
said: 

Hello, you look pretty well for a dead 
man.“ 

Forgie denied he had ever been dead, and 
when Sergt. Crane told him of the death ben- 
efit having been paid to his alleged widow, 
he disclaimed all knowledge of the matter. 

Proof of Forgie’s death was so strong and 
circumstantial that the 562,000 benefit and 
$125 for funeral expenses were paid 
good faith. Circumstances surround- 
ing the case show that whoever 
collected the money was familiar with Forgie 
and his connection with the police. Records 
of the department show that Henry A. Forgie, 
aged 21, born in Utica, N. T., joined the 
force April 17, 1893. Sept. 23, he was fined 
five days’ pay for neglect of duty, and Feb. 2, 
1894,.he resigned while charges were pending 
against him for the same offense. Then he 
left the city.

The question then 
today is not so much whether we ll have, gold 
or silver, but that the injection of the 
Baltimore plan into the disenssion has 
brought up this fact—-and it is a 
very important fact: That the discussion we are 
now entering upon, and upon whiek we may be 
engaged for years,is the vital and important 
question as to whether the circulating medium, 
the note issues, the paper which we use from 
hand to hand, shall be issued by the General Gov- 
ernment or whether that paper shall be issued 
by the batks. And it seems to me, if the issue is 
presented in this shape, it is an important de- 
parture from the discussions of the currency and 
money we have had in the past, and presents the 
issue in a very significant form. It seems to me, 
as the Chairman of the evening has suggested in 
his introductory speech, that one of the 
greatest misfortunes that this country ever suf- 
fered was that temporary, and to the present 
time lasting, intoxication connected with the 
issue of United States notes or greenbacks. 
From the foundation of our government in 1789 
to February, 1862, the United States Govern- 
ment never issued any paper money. And yet we 
hear every day in the newspapers and in public 
discussion this statement, the government must 
maintain the issue of paper, and we must not 
relegate the great power of issuing paper to the 
banks for their protit. but, forsooth, the right to 
issue paper must be resérved in the hands of the 


le. 
* What It Means. 


Now, gentlemen, what does that mean? It is a 
form of speech, but it represents, I venture to 
say, the state of mind of a very large number of 
peopie in this country and we may just as well 
face it. When people talk as if there was a 
right of the people to issue the paper or the cur- 
rency of course it is founded in the rottenest 
kind of monetary finance. You might as well 
speak asifthe people had the right to certain 
kinds of sunshine, as distinct from other kinds 
of sunshine. It be to that category of 
things when we talk about’ Republican or Dem- 
ocratic finance or just as if there could bea Re- 
publican or Democratic hail or cabbage. It 
seems to meitis based, that fallacy to which I 
refer, on a great mistake as to tho functions and 
nature of money. and it is astounding what igno- 
rance there is about its fundamental functions’ 
So many people believe more money has to do 
with a greater production of goods. Now think 
ot it simply, A production of goods is one thing: 
the exchange of them when they are produced is 
another thing. The monetary function has to do 
solely with exchanges of goods; it hasn't anything 
to do with their production, except that so far as 
goods are properly arranged production goes on 
more smoothly. But the theory of more mqney 
is that somehow more goods come into existence. 
Now this is just as absurd as to suppose that the 
more bridges we have the more goods there will 
be to pass over the bridges. 

Only a Medium. 

The question of money is as a medium of ex- 
change: It is a means devised so that you can 
exchange goods you have for other goods you do 
not have, which satisfy your wants, and the 
whole business world is in operation today ex- 
changing goods. And then mark this thing. 
Originally we had cubes of tea or blocks of salt 
or skins and cattle. copper and silver and gold, 
and you men of affairsin this Anglo-Saxon race 
have created in the last fifty years a means for 
exchanging goods that did not exist in the last 
century. It did not exist in the first part of this 
century, and yet it is a system of exchanging 
goods by which today over 95 per cent of all the 
transactions of this country are performed. 
Sixty thousand millions of goods every year ex- 
changed by that which never appeared in the 
discussion on money. It is not mentioned in 
the statutes, and, heaven, the law 
doesn’t have anything to say about it. 
I refer to the system of checks and deposits, sup- 
plemented by the clearing-house system. Now, 
when people talk as if the public should have

TWO BIG STEAMERS MAY BE LOST. 


Codorus end R. F. Ranney Forty-two 
Hours Overdue at Milwaukee. 

Mir wann, Wis., Dec. 8.—[Special.]— 
There is great anxiety in marine circles here 
for the safety of the steamers Codorus 
and R. P. Ranney; both coal laden for 
this port, and now forty-two hours over- 
due. The Codorug passed Mackinac Island at 
4:30 a.m. Thursday and the Ranney at 11:15 
the previous ‘hight. The steamer John W. 
Moore passed the straits after each of these 
steamers and arrived here early this morn- 
ing, having come by way of the north pas- 
sage. This would lead to the impression that 
the overdue steamers took the south passage 
and on encountering a heavy southwest wind 
and sea sought shelter in South Manitou har- 
bor. But the Parks Foster arrived here after 
a passage of twenty-five hours from the straits 
via the south passage, which carried 
it directly past South Manitou harbor, and 
thus dispels the belief that the overdue 
steamers were in that haven, because weather 
that enabled the Foster to make this port in 
that time ought certainly to have coaxed 
the others to proceed to their destina- 
tion also. The Codorus is one of the latest 
additions to the Anchor line fleet. It is a 
steel steamer of the straight back type and 
was built at Buffalo by the Union Dry Dock 
company in 1892, bus a net measure- 
ment of 1,700 tons, rates Al, and is 
valued in Lloyds at $160,000. Its cargo 
capacity is about 3,000 net tons. The Ranney 
isa wooden vessel of 1,170 tons measure- 
ment. It was built at Cleveland by Radcliffe 
in 1881, rates A 1. and has a Lloyds valua- 
tion of $70,000. It is owned by M. A. 
Bradley, Jr., of Cleveland, who carries no in- 
surance,

Jordan and the Mahaney Woman Paid 
One VisiteTo Pay for Silence. 

No less than four expressmen in the Thirty- 
fifth street district were offered the job of 
hauling Barnes’ body by Jordan, and it was 
the evidence of one of them which caused the 
final clearing up of the mystery. Each of 
these expressmen positively identified Jordan 
as the man who tried to hire a wagon Thurs- 
day night. Finally Phil Dawson of No. 86 
Thirty-fifth street was found. The story Daw- 
son tells is this: 

„About 9:30 o’clock Thursday night Jor- 
dan and the Mahaney woman cameto my 
office at No. 86 Thirty-fifth street. The wom- 
an did pretty nearly all the talking. She 
wanted to know what I would charge to haul 
a trunk out south, I told her it was too late 
for work that night and offered to take the 
job next day. The woman said that. would 
not do; the trunk contained a child and they 
wanted to dispose of it that night. If I did 
not care for the job. she said, I could let them 
have my wagon and they would attend to it 
themselves. This I refused todo and they 
went away. Iam certain Jordan and the

ANNIE MAHANEY’S LIFE AND RECORD 


How Barnes Victimized Her in Their Busi- 
ness Relations.

Not satisfied with this he 
gave it out she had taken the morigaged 
saloon property and it was not long until she 
was arrested by a constable for so doing. It 
took her several days to get out of this 


trouble but when she did she swore out a war- 


rant for his arrest. He managed to evade 
the lice. Meantime she secured a position 
as dishwasher in a down-towna restaurant. 
Barnes continued to harass the woman by 
telling slanderous stories abouther. He even 
sent Jordan to her, so she claims, with threats 
that he would drive her out of the town. So 
it was that when she met H. M. Smith, the 
special agent for the Hyde Park Protective 
Association, who was in search of Burnes, she 
spoke most bitterly of him. 


MRS. DORE SAW A Box CARRIED OUT. 


Neighbor Tells of Unusual Goings On at 
the Hiawatha Thursdry.

saying: ‘‘He ought to have died two years 
ago. No cause is assigned for these words.

HALLER TELLS OF THE SEGUDA MURDER 


Employe of the Butcher Locked Up to 
Await Developments, 

The police have important clews to work 
on in the murder of Nicholas Seguda that oc- 
curred early yesterday in his meat market at 
No. 80 Wesson street. Frank Haller, av em- 
ployé of Seguda, is locked up at the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Station awaiting developments. 
He was placed under arrest despite the pro- 
test of Mrs. Segunda, who kept re- 
peatmg, “Haller is all right.” Haller 
made a statement of the

Haller says he then 
fired two shots at the intruder, who sprang 
through the window and cscaped. On a box 
in the meat market was found a blood- 
covered revolver with two empty cham- 
bers. Haller admitted the weapon was his. 
Andrew Levin, No. 82 Wesson street. and 
Mrs. John Johnson, who resides on the third 
floor at the same number, told Policeman 
P. H. Fitzgerald they heard three shots fired 
in Seguda’s meat market, but they did not 
hear any one run away from the building as 
described by Haller. 

Deputy Coroner Buckley yesterday began 
an inquest on the body of Seguda at No. 11 
Adams street. Inspector Schaack led 
Haller up to the slab upon which 
the body of the murdered man was lying. 
Suddenly an attendant drew back the cover- 
ing from Seguda’s body, and the Inspector 
sald: Haller, is that the man you shot!“ 

„0, no; I didn’t shoot him,“ replied Hal- 
ler indifferently. The robber man shot 
him.“ 

The jury was taken in a patrol wagon to the 
scene of the murder and made a thorough 
examination ofthe premises. The window 
through which Haller said the murderer es- 
caped, after shooting Seguda, was carefully 
examined. The window sills were freshly 
painted, but not a mark or scratch was to be 
found on the paint. The window was raised 
fourteen inches, to the height Haller said it 
was at the time the murderer escaped through 
it to the passageway to the street. It was tne 
opinion of the jury that ne man could scram- 
ble through the small space described without 
disturbing the fresh paint. Haller described 
the murderer as a large man, and it was the 
opinion of all the jurors that no big man 
could get through thespace. Theinquest was 
continue to Tuesday.

Discovery of the Guilty Pair. 

Then the party went up-stairs to Mrs. 
Wilson's room. ‘The first knock brought no 
response, and a second was given after a two 
minutes’ wait. In answerto the woman’s 
question the hotel clerk told her the gas was 
escaping in her room, and it was necessary to 
come into fix it. The door was opened by 
Mrs. Brandt in undress.

Neither Haney nor Mrs. Brandt was either 
tearful or scared.

unsles the hotel people is how Mr, 
aney got into the room in which he was 
found. Communicating doors are always 
kept locked and it is believed this one was 
no exception to the rule. Mr. Haney was 
asked if he had a key, but denied it. 

When the husband and the detective left the 
hotel it was 12:45 o’clock. It was suggestea 
Mr. Haney should return to his room as the 
hotel people did not wish to turn the couple 
out upon the streets at that hour. Haney 
asked the privilege of twenty minutes’ talk 
with the woman far whom he had 
sacrificed so much, and it wes granted. They 
remained in the room for ten minutes or so 
and then came down-stairs together and 
entered the parlor. Mr. Haney called for 
pens and note paper, and there the couple sat 
through the night, writing and talking. At 5 
o'clock Mr. Haney took his hand baggage 
from his room, paid the bill, and left the hotel 
with Mrs. Brandt. 

Mrs. Haney Suspected Her Husband. 


To Mrs. Haney the announcement of her 
husband’s flight did not come suddenly, but 
no less cruelly. She, too, had suspected 
wrong. ‘Thursday afternoon her husband 
left home. He had an appointment to lecture

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RECEIVER FOR COFFIN & STANTON 
HOPEFUL FOR OERTAIN OREDITORS. 


Newman Erb Says All Except the Holders 
eof Debentare Bonds Will Come Out in 
the End Without Any Loss—First Defi- 
‘mite Statement from the Mausger of the 
Concern's 
Gives Up Her Great Secret-—William 
MocGhie May Have Been Killed. 

Nuw York, Dec. 8.—[Special.]—The first 
definite statement of the condition of the 
affairs of Coffin & Stanton, who failed Oct. 4 
last, camie from Receiver Newman Erb today 
in a report to the creditors. From the day of 
the failure all kinds of rumors have 
been circulated as to ‘the  wide- 
spread loss which the failure of Coffin 
& Stanton would briag about. The firm 
devoted its energies to the promotion of 
water works, gas and electric light companies, 
and floated municipal bonds. Its dealings 
covered almost the entire country and ex- 
tended to England, the transactions aggre- 
gating as high as $50,000,000 a year. The 
firm secured loans from small country 
banks in many States, pledging as collat- 
eral the bonds of the companies it 
engaged in promoting. The stock in almost 
every instance was dumped into the lap of 


the American Debenture company, a concern 


created by Coffin & Stanton. The American 
Debenture company issued debenture bonds 
on the stock deposited with it, and these bonds 
are sandwiched into the loans held by the va- 
rious creditor banks of Coffin & Stanton. 
receiver of the company says he has 
formed an advisory committee, and that 
223.000 worth of bonds have been sold for 
19,000. Of this $213,748 was applied 
to the reduction of the loans of the concern. 
Plans for the settlement of the indebtedness 
have been completed in connection with 
these cases: New York City and Sub- 
urban Water cr omg Fort Madison Water 
company, Chilicothe Water and Light com- 
pany, Sheibyvilie (III.) Water and Light com- 
ny. Scioto Water company, the Craw- 
ordsville Water and Light company. Com- 
mittees of reorganization now exist in other 
eases as follows: Ashtabuia (O.) Water Sup- 
ply company, Indiana Water and Light com- 
ny, City Water and Light company of Abi- 
ene, Kas.; Sara Gas and Electric Light

company. Reorganizatioh committees in 
other cases are now in 22 of formation.

CAROLINE GIRTY GIVES UP HER SECRET. 


She Tells of Her Husband's Crime and 
Asks a Restoration of Her Property. 
New Yorks, Dec. 8.—({Special.}—Caroline 
E. Girty today brought suit before Justice 
Cullen in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, 
against the Standard Oil company. The 
action is brought to set aside the 
transfer of property valued at $110,000 
from the plaintiff to the defendant corpura- 
tion on the ground that it was obtained under 
duress and false representation. In Decem- 
ber, 1879, Mrs, Girty owned the property 
in dispute. It is situated in Cleve ‘ 
O. Her husband, George W. Girty, was 
an agent for the Standard Oil company. 
Girty told his wife he had defrauded the com- 


“pany out of $275,000. He was liable to ar- 


rest and dieg stared him in the face. The 
amount of defalcation must be made 
good to the company. His wife was the only 
one who could help him. If she failed he 
would certainly be sent to prison. 

Mrs. Girty signed a 1 which is now 
claimed was represented by her husband as 
being a simple collateral security, but which 


subsequently developed to have been a quit- 


claim a and absolute conveyance of all 


her property to the Standard Oil company. 


The instrument was sigued March 19, 1893, 


and the family name wassaved. The company, 


it seems, hushed the matter up, and until the 


present nothing has ever been mentioned 
about her husband’s erime and the self-sacri- 
fice of his wife. Girty continued in the em- 
ploy of the company until his death in Janu- 
ary of the present year. His wife was under 
duress as lo as her husband lived. She 
feared, if story was made public, 
he would commit suicide. Now that 


his death has removed all fear 


she relates the story of her husband’s crime , 


to the court and asks that her property be re- 
stored to her, claiming that no consideration 
was made to her when she signed the convey- 
ance. The company denies that Girty re- 
mained in the employ of the company after 
his defalcation became known.

New Yorx, Dec. 8.—[Special. ]—Wall street 
wus stirrea up wzeain today over another de- 
falcation and a lot of running about after in- 
formation was indulged in by bankers and 
others. It was said a difference had been 
discovered between the account of a big 
trust company and the bank which 
acts as the clearing-house agent.

The bankers and clearing- 
house officials are getting tired and angry ut 
this indiscriminate use of the names of banks 
in this way. It is said they will take steps to 
find out the originators of what they term 
malicious libels and punish them to the full 
extent of the law.

NEW PRESIDENT OF ST. IGNATIUS. 


One of the Most Learned Members of the 
Order of Jesuits. 

The Rev. James F. X. Hoeffer, 8. J., in- 
stalled yeaterdaygas President of St. Ignatius 
College, was born Feb, 1, 1852, in Cincin- 
nuti.. He received his education in that city 
at St. Xavier College, from which he was 
graduated in June, 1869. On Sept. 8 of the 
saine year he entered the novitiate of the So- 
ciety of Jesus at Florisant, Mo., whence, 
after three years of spiritual and literary 
training, he departed for Woodstock, Md., 
to pursue thé higher studies of the society, 
philosophy, the natural sciences, and 
the higher mathematics. After an interval of 
five years, during nich time he was vecupi 
as professor of philosophy and literature, he 
returned to Woodstock to begin a four years’ 
course of theology and the cognate branches, 
During the subsequent years up to 1801 he 
was at different times engaged in instructi 
the members of the sophomore, junior, an 
senior classes, and occupied the position of 
Vice-President of the Jesuit colleges at Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis. In the latter city he 
was chiefly instrumental in establishing the 
Marquette club, founded to minister to the 
sociai needs of the more educated and re- 
fined of the Catholic body. Those—and they 
were many—with whom his position as di- 
rector of the club brought him in o contact 
were attracted by his polished and dignified 
manners, and nowhere can he c: unt more dis- 
tinguished or more devoted friends than in 
St. Louis. In 1891 he was ae to the 
Presidency of Creighton niversity at 
Omaha, and this office he held till a few days 
ago, when he was promoted to the post of 
President of St. Ignatius College,

ing were 981.1 millions marks. The cash held 
amounted to 806.5 million marks, that is, they 
had notes outstanding beyond their cash to the 
amount of 174.6 millions of uncovered oireula- 
tion. This bank can issue at the outside 286.6 
millions marks of uncovered circulation under 
the law. It has issued 174.6, therefore it had a 
margin of 112.6 millions marks. In time of 
emergency the bank can go beyond the amount 
of 385 million marks, and gan go beyond 
that issue and increase their note isaue 
by paying a tax of 8 © cent on any 
uncovered circulation about amount. Notice 
that the outside circniation is unrestricted, but 

ere is a strong pressure of the heavy tax to 
withdraw any uncovered circulation beyond the 
amount of 885,000,000 marks as soon as the no- 
cessity or emergency has passed. That of course 
doos notexistin its present form in the Balti- 
more plan. 


Gives LIilustration, 

Prof. Laughlin then gave an illustration of 
the profit to a bank upon the Reue of notes 
and upon a deposit account, using figures 
showing that there was practically no differ- 
ence in the two.

You know how in times of 
stringency under our American system, when the 
reserves have diminished to the legal limit or 
close to the legal limit, you are, confronted with 
this peculiar situation which the banks of Ea- 
rope never have had to face. Just at the time of 

greatest stringency, at the most critical time, 
our system as it now stands isso arranged as to 
make it impossible to them to lend further. If 
the reserve is cat down close to the legal limit or 
below it, the Controller at his discretion may 
oblige the banks to replace their reserve at the 
penalty of losi their charter, a penalty 
im upon the banks to prevent them from 
lending at the time customers would most expect 
to use the money. It is different in the Bank of 
England. The first moment of stringency the 
rate of discount is raised. That has the effect of 
preventing ail unnecessary loans. The borrower 
who has good collateral will get the money if he 
is willing to pay an increased rate. Our system 
is such that we can loan until we come to tiie le- 
gal limit and is deficient in respect, 
as it capnot loan at a greater discount

Just at 
the moment of the greatest stringency our 
American system is deficient. The recommen- 
dations of Becretary Carlisle that the fixed re- 
serve on deposite should be abolished is one 
deserving o at consideration, much more 
than it has had, and much more important in 
times of panic than the much talked of mat- 
ter of elasticity of notes. 


Other Considerations,

HOW IT IS SEEN BY JAMES B. FORGAN. 


Discussion by the Vice-President of the 
First National Bank, 

Vice-President Forgan of the First National 
Bark was then introduced, He said: 

The original banking act was passed towards 
the end of the second year of the Civil War. A 
year later it was supe a new act en- 
titled An act to provide a national currency 
secured by a pledge of United States bonds, an 
to provide for the circulation and redemption 
thereof.’’ Like the other acts of that time affect- 
ing the country's finances, such as those author- 
iz the issue of legal tender notes, it was a war 
measure. The scheme was the brilliant concep- 
tion of Secretary Chase to meet the urgent neces- 
sities of the boar a then in his charge; and 
admirably it served purpose. But the cur. 
rency it provided, so far as the requirements of 
commerce are concern served the purposes of 
a brief period only. 

The Baltimore bankers suggest the following 
amendments and additions to the existing law, 
which form the principal featares of their plan: 

First—They propose to cancel that part of the 
law requiring the deposit of government bonds 
as security for circulating notes. 

Second To allow be 
their unimpaired r with the . privilege of 
issuing an additional 25 per cent to be known as 
emerg@ncy circulation, subject to a special heavy 


tax. 
Third—All circulation to be subject to a tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent for the purpose of defray- 
the expenses of the Controller's department. 
ourth—The 5 percent redemption fund to be 
maintained and the redemption of the notes to 
be made as now provided for. 

Fifth—The creation of a guarantee fund of 5 
per cent of the total bank circulation by a de- 
posit with the government of 2 per cent of the 
amount received the first year and % of 1 per 
cent annually thereafter until it equals 5 per 
cent, when it shall be suspended until the Con- 
troller deems it necessary to cause it to be re- 
sumed. ! 

Sixth—Notes of insolyent banks to be redeemed 
out of the guarantee fund if sufficient, and if not 
out of any money in the Treasury, which will be 
reimbursed out of the guarantee fund when re- 

tenished, either from the assets of the failed 
banks or from the tax already referred to. 

Seventh—The government to have a prior lien 
on the assets of the failed banks and upon the 
liability of shareholders to the amount of their 
outstanding circulation, for the purpose of re- 
storing the amount withdrawn from the guaran- 
teg fund for its redemption. 

Eighth—Circulation can be retired at any time 
by depositing with the Treasurer lawful money 
equa! to the zum withdrawn, and the tax on the 
amount thus retired shall then cease. — 

It is also provided that banks organized after 
the plan proposed shall have gone into operation 
may receive circulation to the amount author 
ized upon paying into the guarantee fund a sum 
boaring the ratio to the circulation applied for 
that the guarantee fund bears to the total circu- 
lation outstanding. Also, that the guarantee 
fund, exeopt that it is liable for the redemption 
of the notes of failed banks, belongs exclusively 
to the United States, and it is provided that any 
surplus or residue of the fund shall inure to the 
benefit of the Treasury. 

Weakness of Our System. 


The weakness of our present currency system 
is that there is no fluctuation in its volume and 
therefore no elasticity in it. National bank totes 
and the various government issues are literally 
forced into the avestues of commerce, forming 
there an unyielding mass, which at times being 
insufficient to meet the requirements of commerce 
causes periods of stringency and panic until 
commerce is restricted and adjusted to the cur- 
roney. In active seasons of the year the banks 
have money to excess, tending to depress inter- 
est rates below the normal, while almost an- 
nually during the movement of crops rates are 
advanced above the normal on account of the 
insufficiency of the currency volume. What we 
lack is. therefore, a circulating medium of am- 
pie volume that will flow into the channels of 
commerce, do its work, then naturally retire 
by being presented for redemption. —

Banks issue 
their notes for profit, but it should not be pos- 
sible for them to keep them out for the sake of 
the profit if trade does not need them. Daily 
redemption regulates and controls this aad 
limits the circulating medium to the actual 
necessities of commerce. With it, inflation is 
impossible, as the excess returns daily for re- 
demption and becomes no more than waste paper 
so far as valueis concerned, until the necessities 
of business again call for it. 


Now, let us consider what effect the taking out : 


by the banks ofa circulation equal to 50 per 
cent of their capital would have under the plan 
— osed. There ars how about 8,800 national 

nks, with a capital in round numbors of $680,- 
000,000 and a note circulation of about $200,- 
000.000. Were the privilege of a remunerative 
bank issue granted, however, e number of 
national banks would rapidly inergase, as 17 
number of State banks would na alize under 
the law, in order to secure the benefits of it. It 
would thus very soon add $140,000,000 to the 
circulating medium of the country, based on the 
capital of the present national banks, and should 
the State banks generally nationalize we would 
probably have 6100,00, 000 more. 


To Ilitstrate It. 


We will better estimate the effect of the whole 
if we consider its operation: in connection with 
one institution. We will suppose, then, that a 
country bank with a capital of $100.000 makes 
the necessary arrangement with the Government 
at Washington to take out $50,000 circulation— 
that is, a little more than double — amount it 
has now but, in addition to the extra $25,000 of 
circulation, the Government bonds can be con- 
verted, so that #50.000 are available as money, 
which will be used in its business, increas 
loans, if necessary, to dispose of it.

The 
bank. in order that redemption may not be de- 
manded at its counter, will push it as far away 
as possible, and there is evidently no expectation 
of a very active redemption by the Treasury. De-

Under the Baltimore plan the Government of 
the United States is expected to become the re- 
demption agent of 3,800 banks on a 5 per cent 
reserve, an amount wholly inadequate, There is 
cortainly reater stability and more elasticity, 
althoug 7 think insuffic1ent of the latter at- 
tribute, in the suggestion of the late John Jay 

nox. His proposition was to have an author- 
ized issue of 75 per cent of the capital. half 80. 
cured by a deposit with the governmeut of gold 
coin, or gold or silver bullion, or government 
bonds, and half by a safety fund similar to that 
pro now. Had e confined the de- 
posit with the government to ld oin, 
and made the fund thus crea available 
for the redemption of the notes in gold by the 
government, his suggestion would impress me 
more tavorably; but in a broad sense his nf. 
sition is worthy of serious consideration. a 
offered it as a practical combination of our 
present system of absolute, security with that of 
the newer idea of the safety fund. It is certain 
if the government is to continue as the — * 
tion agent of the bank issues, and a currency 
to be improved in the matter of elasticity, a 
larger percentage than is now proposed must be 
placed in the Treasurer’s hands for the purpose. 


Furnishes the Safety Valve, 


There seems to have been some misapprehen- 
sion on the part of the advocates of this plan at 
the Baltimore convention in regard bank-note 
redemption as practiced under the Canadian sys- 
tem. Although the proposed law is said to fol- 
low closely the Canadian, not a word was said in 
—— to any adequate arrangement for the daily 

emption of the notes, which furnishes the au- 
tomatic safety valve controlling and regulat 
the whole system. Mr. Hepburn makes the fol- 
lowing statement in his speech: “Canadian cur- 
rency is redeemed out of aS per cent guarantee 
contributed and maintained the bunks. The 
government assumes no responsibility beyond 
the application of this guarantee fund. There 
has been no loss to  biliholders. The 
law has given satisfaction; Canada has been 
practically free from panics for many yoars and 
has had no currency famine. Thus the prinei- 
ples of the bill before us are approved hy actual 
experience,’ A guarantee fund of 5 per cent is 
maintained in the government's hands by the 
banks, but Mr. Hepburn was incorrect in stat 
that the Canadian issues are redeemed out o 
that fund, as the Canadian Government has noth- 

to do with the redemption of the notes of 
solvent banks. That fund is for the redemption, 
should occasion arise, of the notes of insolvent 
banks only, Canadian banks are requi y 
law to redeem their notes at the place of 
issue, and also to maintain em ption 
agencies at the principal cities 
0 the country, where the note bold- 
er can demand and receive legal tender money 
for the notes he holds. In actual practice this is 
all done through clearmg-houses. Thus the ob- 
ject of having all notes pass current at par every- 
where n the Dominion is attained 
through easily available ‘facilities for their 
prompt redemption. 

In introducing the plan at the Baltimore con- 
vention Mr. C. G, Homer argued as follows: The 
redemption of all notes should made by the 
government so that a billholder should not have 
to wait a moment for the redemption of any bill 
he might hold nor be at a loss as to the place of 
its redemption nor the certainty thereof. 
If Mr. Homer, however, were doing business in 
San Francisco and had some notes of a 
bank in Baltimore in his ssession 
which he wanted redeemed, the fact t he was 
at no loss as to the place of redemption would 
not be of much service to him: nor can I see how 
he would be relieved from waiting until he could 
reach Washington or Baltimore to make pres- 
entation there, as no other provision is proposed 
in the plan suggested. 


Facts Worthy of Notice. 


An examination of the government's statements 
of Canadian banks forthe last twelye months 
discloses some facts worthy of notice in conneo- 
tion with the subject under consideration. 
The total eirculation averages for the 
year were $31,700,000, while the total 
paid up capital is $62,200,000. Under the Cana- 
dian law banks may issue notes equal to the full 
amount of their capital, but this shows that in 
actual practice only about 50 per cent is issued; 
or, in other words, the business of the country 
only absorbs that much, This would indicate 
that the 50 per cent proposed would in all prob- 
ability be sufficient also for our purpose. The 
volume of circulation reaches its maximum in 
October, when it rises to about 60 per cent of 
the capital, and its minimum in May, when it 
contracts to about 46 per cent. This shows a 
fluctuation between October and May of about 
23 per cent. and the greatest fluctuation in any 
single month is a fraction over 11 per cent, indi- 
cating very clearly thata 5 per cent fund would 
be wholly inadequate, whether in the hands of 
the'government or the banks, for the purpose of 
redemption. 

Paragraph 74 of the national bank act. which 
provides that every national bank shall recoive 
at par for any debt due to it the notes of any 
other national bank, shows that daily redemp- 
tion of the circulation specially secured by gov- 
ernment bonds was not contemplated, and we 
know ithas not been practiced or even thought 
of. For this reason find in the discussion of 
the subject by bankers who have been domg 
business for the last thirty years under this spe- 
cially secured circulation system, that it seems 
difficult for them to comprehend the importance 
of and necessity for daily redemption in counec- 
tion with a bank currency not thus specially 
secured. 1 have therefore elaborated this 
would otherwise have 
deemed necessary. To make it more clear 
and to correct some erroneous ideas 
which have noticed in the discussion, 
I will add that if such a system should be intro- 
duced the paragraph referred to would necessari- 
ly have to be aitered so far as it relates to debts 
between banks. Daily redemption is the dai! 
payment in actual money by each bank of suc 
of its notes as are presen at its counter or 
through the clearing-house. Its own notes or 
the notes of other national banks could not there- 
fare possibly be available for the settlement of 
clearing-house balances or of any debt from one 
bank to another as theysare now. The law might 
remain as it is, however, so far as debts dus by 
the public to the banks are concerned. That is 
to say, it might be made obligatory for banks to 
receive the notes of all the r banks at par in 
payment of debts due to them by the publie, but 
this they would do readily if proper facilities for 
their redemption were rovided.

President Cleveland’s Suggestions. 


Since writing the preceding remarks on the 
Baltimore plan that of the administration has 
been made public.

THINKS IT MEANS A BACKWARD 81. 


Ex-Senator Charles B. Farwell Not ia Favor 
of the Baltimore Plan. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Forgan’s paper 
Chairman Lacey said those present would be 
giad to hear from any one desiring to address 
the club upon the subject under discussion. 
Ex-Senator C. B. Farwell in response said: 

I should like to ecanpy the attention of the 
club for about three minutes, I am opposed to 
the Baltimore plan, and also to the administration 
plau. It has been the purpose of the people of 
this country, for at least fifty years, to do ono 
thing in regard to circulation, is to se- 
cure it. The Baltimore plan goes back from 
4175 to seventy-five years. It is not the kind of 
evOlution that this people is acquainted with. 
For instance, in farming, we all remember 
—1 do, was on my father’s farm— 
we used -the sickle to harvest wheat 
with; later on we had the cradle, and an able 
man couid harvest two or three acres a day with 
acradie. Now we have the reaper. This plan 
moves forward and not backward. Now, what 
is the history of it. veral years ago what we 
called safety fund banks were in operation all 
over the United States, In 1877 a professor in 
some college in New York offered the idea that 
circulation might be secured by mort- 
gaging real estate and depositing bonds; 
that was the first proposition. It was incorpor- 
ated into the Bank of England, and was contin- 
ued from that time until today. In 1850 many 
of the States in this Union passed what were 
called at that time free bank laws. We had one 
in this State, one in Wisconsin, and one in Ind 
ana, I was Vice-President of one myself. That 
system was the evolution up to that period. The 
war coming on produced the failure of many of 
these banks, in facc all of them. I propose to 
make three suggestions to this club for study, 
and ask you to consider each proposition and see 
whether it is sound. First, the govern- 
ment get out of the business absolutely; 
have nothing more to do with the currency than 
they have with farming or merchandise, or fur- 
nishing suit checks, or corner groceries, or any- 
t of that sort; get out of the business absol ute- 
ly. Well, how should they do that? Let them 
retire greenbacks, retire silver certificates, an 
refund them in 2 per cent bonds running. say, 
fifty years; let them refund the bonded debt in 
the same kind of securities. They would then be 
out of the currency business and Mr. Carlisle 
would only have to furnish money to pay his 
duily bills. . 

My next proposition is that the banks be per- 
mitted to use these bank notes at par, as a basis 
of circulation, to be taken i within ninety days 
after they have appeared. Everything would 
uniform then. 

My next proposition is that the Subtreasury act 
should be repealed, so t the goverament 
should get out of the safe-deposit business. In 
1840, or thereabouts, under the interpretation 
of old Andrew Jackson, who had provided 
against cértain indebtednesa, I can give you the 
history of t if you care to hear it, but you all 
understand that the government locks up its 
money in strong boxes, absolutely taking it out 
of circulation in the country. claim that it 
should be in circulation, if not in the hands of 
the people, to be in the hands of the banks. 

I want to say another thing onthe Baltimore 
plan: lundertake to sar there is no prudent, 
conservative banker in this room that would go 
into that scheme if the law was passed. In other 
words, these bankers wouldn't undertake to 
pay the losses of other banks. It is well enough 
or them to look after their own.

Five Days of Next Week to Be Devoted te 
Hearings or Currency Schemes=Lyman 
J. Gage Is Asked te Apprear=—Carlisle 
and Eeckeis First to Claim the Commit- 
tee’s Atte Interesting Talk with 
Mr. Walker of Massachusetts on the 
Carlixle Pian. 


Wasurneton, D. C., Dee, 8,—[Special,]}— 
Lyman J. Gage, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, is numbered among 
the financiers of the United States who 
have been invited to appear before Chair- 
man Springer and the members of tae 
House Committee on Banking and Cur.

Government Should Not Issue Curreney. 


»The government should also be absolutely 
divested of all relation with the issuing of 
currency or the banking business other than 
to maintain police supervision over the banks 
to prevent wildcat banking. Of course this 
necessity for supervision does not exist in 
more than one bank in several hundred, and 
yet, because of these few banks, the supervision 
must extend over all banks. The Controller 
of the Currency, Mr. Eckels, has said the 
germ of the scheme reported by Mr. Carlisle 
is that of House Bill 171, introduced by me, 
and now before the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency, which is explained by 
me in au argument made before that com- 
mittee; this argument having been sent to all 
bankers of the country, 

„Mr. Carlisie’s scheme proposes to allow 
the banks to issue up to 75 per cent of their 
capital and requires them to deposit the old 
legal tender notes to the amount of 30 per 
cent of their circulation. This would aliow 
tho issuance of a little over $500,000,000 of 
currency and would provide for the retirement 
of less than $200,000,000 of the old legal 
tender notes and the Treasury notes issued 
under the act of July 14, 1890.. So. it would 
add practically about $800,000,000 to the 
curreney already redundant, while the scheme 
proposed by me contemplated the ultimate re- 
tirement of $347,000,000 of legal tender 
notes and about $200,000,000 of Treasury 
notes and of all gold certificates, existi 
bank notes, and currency certificates, whic 
would make a place for the $1,000,000,000 
or $1,200.000,000 that would be ultimateiy 
issued in the form of a new and uniform cur. 
rency under nit bill. I presume the bill that 
Mr. Carlisle will frame will correct this ob- 
vious error, 

„Furthermore, where I propose a tax of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent for a guarantee fund Mr, 
Carlisle leaves the percentage blank. He may 
adopt substantially the same rate fixed in my 
bili. Again, he imposes a tax of one-half of 1 
per cent per annum to defray the expenses in- 
curred in the Controller’s and Secretary's 
offices on account of the printing, clerk hire, 
ete., and other expenses mcurred 77 the gov- 
ernment because of the banks, y scheme 
does not contemplate any such tax, which it 
seems to me would be very onerous, as the 
government would be amply compensated for 
any expense in behalf of the banks by the lat- 
ter assuming the redemption of the new 
greenbacks issued to them in place of others, 
surrendering to the government the Treasury 
notes and greenbacks that now exist. 

‘*‘In the safety-vent clause in Mr. Carlisle’s 


report is a provision that the banks shall be 


taxed a sufficient sum on any given date to 
reimburse the government tor what it may 
have paid out because of its guarantee of the 
circulation of all banks. This element of un- 
certainty does not exist in p= | bill, for in no 
event is the tax of one-half of 1 per cent to be 
increased, as the experience of thirty years 
has proved that there will be about four times 
the amount necessary for the guarantee. The 
Walker bill depends upon the continued pay- 
ment of one-tenth of 1 per cent to make up 
any deficiency if one should exist. 
Banks Should Keep a Reserve, 

„% Mr. Carlisle’s scheme, again, proposes to 
repeal all provisions requiring the banks to 
keep a reserve,“ which, I think, is exceeding- 
ly unwise. In my bill I provide that the re- 
serve shall be kept, but it may at any time be 
trenched upon for any period, provided it 
averages the amount required for the month, 
and it it does not average the sum required 
for the month the bank shall simply pay a 
tax equivalent to interest on the shortage, 
The provision suggested in Mr. Carlisie’s re- 
port for remitting the tax on State banks does 
not seem to be particularly objectionable on 
its face, as under its requirements there prob- 
ably would be no State banks organized, 

„The scheme of issuing notes developed in 
my bill is made necessary because Congress 
cannot be induced to issue a low rate nd 
and take up the existing greenback and Treas- 
ury notes. The banks ought to ve allowed to 
issue the full amount of the currency needed 
by the pie, as are the banks of other coua- 
tries. If they should do so they could make 
loans and discounts at the rate of fully 1 per 
cert less and make as much dividends as now. 


But the scheme of my bill allows the banks to 


issue circulation up to the amount of the re- 
serve held and requires them to deposit with 
the the government an amount equal to what 
they issue of Treasury notes and greenbacks 
for as much additional circulation, which the 
goverument is to pay the banks coin for H for 
any reason it goes inte liquidation 
or wishes to reduce its circulation. 
In other words, the bank buys of 
the government one-half its circulation 
and issues the other half free of cost to it- 
self. As the reserve held now equals about 
$600,000,000, earning the banks no interest, 
the scheme of my bill, as it allows that to be 
utilized ia circulation, will make the whole 
$2,800,000,000 of the assets of the banks of

REOEIVER IS ASKED FOR A OANAL 


Susquehanna and) Tidewater Once Paid 
but Now Is Unused. 

Bartrmors, Md., Dec. 8.—{Special. ]—Bills 
have been filed in the courts of Harford 
County, Md., and York, Pa., for decrees for 
the appointment of a receiver and the sale of 
the Susquehanna and Tidewater Canal. The 
bills say the companies have defaulted on 
three half yearly payments of $10,000 each 
due the State of Maryland on the $1,000.- 
000 mortgage. The old canal was constructed 
in 1836 and runs from Havre de Grace, Md., 
on the Susquehanna River to Wrightsville, 
Pa. At one time it did a dig business. For many 
years the two companies jointly operating the 
canal defaulted upon their mortgages to the 
state. In 1888 a compromise was effected, 
the time of the payment of the principal was 
extended fifty years and the rate of interest 
reduced from 6 to 2 per cent. In 1872 the 
canal was leased to the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad, but last spring the receiv- 
ers of surrendered the iease. Since 
then the canal has been idle. The debt of the 
concern is over $2,000,000, It is believed 
that the canal will be sold to the Reading and 
be used as a roadbed for a line from the min- 
ing regions.

Schaeffer's grand average in New 
York was 41 20-87, while his grand 
average in the Chicago match was 
only 32 47-87. The record for, high 
run in the style of game played—balk. 
line with the use of the anchor shot limited 
was established here. The highest previous 
run was 331 made by Ives in New York. He 
surpassed that twice in the Chicago games, 
making 334 in a run that was continued over 
from Wednesday to Thursday, and made an- 
other run of 359 for the new record also 
Thursday night. 

Ives won on his splendid position work and 
control of the balls and the perfection of his 
„% nursing. His playing the first four nights 
was of the highest order. Later he fell off 
considerably, perhaps because he was far 
enough ahead to be overconfident. He had 
the game won after the second night’s play. 

The most brilliant shots of the match were 
made by Schaefer, as also were some 
of the most careless. He did not 
play up to Ives’ form except on 
Friday night, when he scured 944 points to

French Newspspers Say the Good He Has

Pams, Dec. 8.—Tne death of Count Ferdi- 
nand de Lesseps dt La Chesnaye, near Vatan, 
yesterday was not unexpected. Since the 
Panania revelations the great engineer has 
been in®’a comatose condition. His death was 
painless. The French newspapers today 
dwell upon the contrast between his brilliant 
career and his melancholy end, saying that he 
contributed to extend abroad the greatness 
and influence of France. They add that the 
work in which be failed will be forgotten 
and that the people will only see that which 
he bas accomplished. 4 N 


Ferdinand de Lesseps lived long enough to 
see the days of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his greatest creation, the Suez Canal. 
There ig no doubt that this occasion would 
have been celebrated in a manner befitting 
the importance of this grand work of engi- 
neering had it not been for the fact that the 
late events in connection with the Panama 
Canal had cast a shadow on the name 
of its g@riginator. The death of de Lesseps 
will make it of interest to throwa retrospect- 
ive glance at the day of the opening of the 

Canal, which occurred twenty-five years 
ago and which was the greatest day in the 
long and eventful life of the eminent French 
engineer. 

It was Nov. 17, 1869, when the great water- 
way which connects the Mediterranean with 
the Red Sea was officially opened to the traffic 
of the world. In 1854 tne Compagnie Uni- 
verselle du Canal Maritime de Suez” was 
formed in Paris and Aprii 27, 1859, the first 
ground was broken for the great work, It 
took just ten years to complete it. Altogether 
75,000,000 cubic meters of soil had to be 
removed to protect the canal by dams 
against the sands of the desert. The 
cost for the construction and the first equip- 
ment were 488,065,019 francs ($97,610,- 
000). The commercial importance of this 
gigantic work is proved by the annual fig- 
ures of the company. In 1890 the income 
was 70,560,910 francs ($14,112,000), 
against an expenditure of 32,827,526 france 
($6,465,000), thus realizing fur the stock- 
holders a profit of a round 38,000,000 francs 
($7,600,000).

CULLOM WANTS POOLING LEGALIZED. 

The special telegraphic correspondent of 
the Inter-Ocean at Washington sent the other 
day to that chief organ of Culiom and the 
cuckoos some matter on the subject of the 
bill to legalize pooling, which reads as if it 
were not merely inspired but dictated by the 
senior Senator. The most interesting portion 
is as follows: 


The only serions stumbling block which ‘the 
promoters of the bill have discovered is found in 


the popular disfavor which attaches to the word 


“pooling.” The facthas been overlooked that 
what is known as the pooling section would not 
have been incorporatod in the original inter- 
State commerce law at the time of its enactment 
had it not been for thé earnest advocacy of that 
provision by Judge Reagan of Texas, who now 
practically disavows his own action and thinks 
that such a measure as this now proposed would 
benefit the public. 
Sec. 5 of. the act, k gas the “pooling” sec- 
tion, declares. such contracts to be unlawful. 
The policy of incorporating this section into the 
law was gravely doubted at the time of its pas- 
sage. The history of the legisiation discloses the 
fact that the bill to regulate commerce passe‘ 
the Senate without this section and that it was 
added in the House through the earnest advocacy 
of Judge Reagan of Texas, who was at that time 
Chairman of the Committee on Commerce in the 
House. The bill went to a conference committee 
and the history of the conference is that, after 
every other provision in the bill had been agreed 
to, the Senate conferress stood out against the 
anti-pooling section and yielded only when Judge 
Reagan announced his purpose not to agree to 
any bill unless it was incorporated. 
Printed where it is, and coming whence it 
does, the correctness of these statements can- 
not be denied, It appears from them that 
while for seven years Culiom has been posing 
as a benefactor of his speciee on the ground 
thet he was the author of the inter-State com- 
merece bill, the. only provision in that bill 
which has been of any vaiue and has given it 
any backbone was opposed bitterly by him 
and was thrust into the law by Reagan o/ 
Texas. At last the borrowed feathers have 


‘been plucked from this jackdaw Senator, and 


the people of IIlinois know how he stood and 
how he stands as between them and the rail- 
roads. . 

The producers of this State know what the 
ubti-pooling clause of the inter-State com- 
merce law has done for them. Prior to its 
adoption they were the shuttlecock of the 
railroads, They were bandied back and forth 
between high rates and low rates and they 
never knew where they were at.“ First the 
roads made an agreement, shoved dp their 
rates, and collected every cent that could be 
wrung from reluctant shippers. Then one 
road began cutting rates and cheating the 
others. 
railroad war. Freight charges fell almost to 
nothing. But in a short time the lines patched 
up their differences and put the rates a little 
higher than they had been at the outset so as 
to recover what they had lost. 

One great curse of this alternation of high 
charges by allied monopolists and low ones 
by warring monopolists was thatit kept all 
business-men in a state of continual uncer- 
tainty. The merchant might get his goods 
one day and pay excessive freight charges on 
them. His competitor might get his stock a 
week later and pay only a third as much 
freight. These sudden changes from oppres- 
sive peace to brief war were ended by Rea- 
gan’s, nut Cullom’s inter-State commerce 
bill, 

Tho chief Cullom organ gives publicity now 
to the confession of Cullom that he fought 
for the continuance of that wretched system. 
That was his ideal of statesmanship then. 
But when the people of IIlinois said to 
him they were so grateful for the passage of 
the law because it freed them from the curse 
of pooling, he accepted their thanks and did 
not say Give them to old Reagan.“ That 
was his idea of honesty. He got reélected in 
1889 because it was believed that he had done 
so much for the State and the West through 
his anti-pooling law. He got the seat under 
false pretenses. 

The merchants and mantifacturers of this 
State have been thinking that Cullom ought 
to be kept in the Senate for the sole purpose 
of preserving the anti-pooling clauses of the 
law which they know the railroads were 
anxious to have cut out, How will they feel 
when they learn from his own organ that they 
were inserted against his protest and that he 
wants them repealed now ? 

And what will they think when they learn 
that he wants to legalize pools su that the 
roads may be in a position to oppress the 
people more grievously than they did prior to 
1887? For under the old system of non- 
legalized pools there were spasms of low rates, 
and there was always a faint hope on the 
part of shippers that these wars of the roads 
would be lasting ones. With the legalized 
pools that Cuilom favors there would be high 
charges always and no hope of reduction. 
When granted permission to pool the roads 
would set out moderately, with slight ad- 
vances. But they would not be moderate in 
their demands long. The rates would go up, 
up, up, till they had reached that ideal point 
where the charges are just not high enough to 
atop shipmente. 

Before the Republican members of the Leg- 
islature vote for Cullom they efiou!d consult 
their constituents, in city and country, and 
find out how they stand on the pooling ques. 
tion. That is the only safe course for them 
to pursue, For if they vote for him in cau- 
cus or on Joint ballot the fact will be known.

FOOTBALL AS A MORAL FORCE. 
President Adams of the University of Wiscon- 
sin has made the astonishing discovery that 
footbali playing as it is now conducted is not 
only a great physical necessity but a highly 
important moral force, since it not only 


“works off an enormous amount of physical 


energy that formerly was apt to be turned in 
other directions,” but ls a cure for mora] 
indolence as expressed by “ the general un- 
willingness to take part in the righting of | 
universal wrongs.” 

That the game of football as at present con- 
ducted is a matter of physical force rather 
than of physical skill and finesse will not de 
seriously disputed by any one. That it is 
not only a game of physical force bat of 
physical brutality cannot be disputed after 
considering the fact that this season at least 


‘two and perhaps more players have | 


been killed and scores have been more 
or less seriously kicked, stamped upon, 
and slugged, and have sprains and broken 
limbs, noses, and collar bones as the after- 
math of President Adams’ great moral force, 
That this force is anecessity for the work- 
ing off of superfluous physical energy is ab- 


surd. because the young gentlemen who are 


afflicted in this manner could easily appease 
their extraordinary physical demands by saw- 
ing wood, getting in coal, taking care of the 
rooms of their weaker associates, or other- 
wise employing their physical surplus’ in 
works of physical philanthropy, instead of 
working it off by smashing collar-bones, 
breaking 10ses, shattering skulls, knocking 
their opponents down and stamping upon 
them. This is not physical force so much as 
physical brutality, and brutality ie never a 
| necessity, nor has it ever been recognized as 
such except by brutes. 

There is no sensible argument with which 


President Adams can maintain the physica) 


necessity theory. There is no argument, in- 
deed. except that of brutality and savagery, 
for there are ample opportunities in the 
gymnasium, the ball and cricket field, in 
rowing and other physical sports, to work off 
physical energy without resort to the prac- 
tices of the prize-ring. When it comes to 
the moral side of His argument it is even 
weaker and more ridiculous. It would be in- 
teresting to know how the slugging or 
trampling upon an opposing pla; er awakes 
the slugger or trampler from his moral tor- 
por; how it sets to work the sluggish currents 
of goodness, sympathy, affection, amiabil- 
ity, generosity, and philanthropy; how it 


arouses the fine qualities of the gentieman,. 


and in what way it inspires the slugger with 
a firm and fierce desire to enter upon 
a crusade for the righting of universal wrongs 
and the expedition of the millennium. Tue 
Turnum has no desire to undcrrate the value 
and importance of gymuastie exercise, espe- 
cially when that exercise is practiced by gen- 
tlemen, and so practiced as to enhance the 
physica! qualities and bring out manly traits 
in competition with others, Its issue is with 
brutality and savagery; its exceptions are 
taken to slugging and mauling and gouging 
and bone-breaking, which are neither phys- 
ically nor morally nor mentally necessary. 
If President Adams sets such store upon foot- 
ball, as now conducted, as a great physical 
and moral force, necessary to the students 
under his charge, why is it not necessary for 
him and for his faculty, who are certain- 
ly weaker in physique if not in mo- 
rality? Why would it not be entirely 
proper for the faculty of the University of 
Wisconsin to challenge the faculty at Ann Ar- 
bor, or the neceseary quota of them, to a 
game of football? Why should not these 
twenty-two benevolent and flaccid old gentle- 
men then proceed to slug, knock down, and 
drag each other out on the college campus or 
gridiron in order to work off an enormous 
amount of physical energy ” now going to 
seed, and to cure that moral indolence which 
is illustrated by their general unwillingness 
to take part in the “ righting of universal 
wrougs. Perhaps after one game they 
would have sufficient moral activity to do 
away with slugging and mauling altogether. 


OLD COPY OF THE GOSPELS. 

The ancient Syrian manuscript of the Gos. 
pels, discovered a few years ago in the Greek 
convent at Mount Sinai, has been transcribed, 
edited, translated, and published in England. 
It is commanding a widespread interest 
among Biblical scholars, because of the im- 
portant differences it presents from the text of 
the gospeis as generally read, and on account 
of its undoubted age, while the circumstances 
of the find leave no room ‘for suspicion of 
fraud. Mrs. Agnes Lewis, a scholar in Syriac 
as well as in Greek, accompanied by her sis- 
ter, visited the convent near the place from 
which the Bible states the law was given to 
the Israelites. The monks gave her full per- 
mission to examine their precious library of 
manuscripts. She found a palimpsest,”’ that 
is, a parchment, the original writing on which 
has been (partially) erased to make place for 
a second writing. The underlymg text is dim, 
but yet distinguishable enough to be de- 


. ciphered, and it proves to be a copy of the 


four Gospels in ancient Syriac, which prob- 
ably was written between 850 and 400 A. D. 
It is conceded to be a copy of a much older 
version of the gospeis, the peculiarities of 
construction indicating that it may go back 
to 140 or 150 A. D., which isa generation 
earlier than the famous Diatessaron 
( through the four’ ) of Tatian. Hence it 
is regarded as of the highest value as showing 
what were held in Syria in the middie of the 
second century to be the traditions of the 
Christian Church, and what was the read- 
ing of the Greek text from which this Syriac 
text was translated before many versions 
of the original had been made. When Mra. 
Lewis found the palim psest she was only sure 
that she hada very ancient text. She took 
photographic copies of several sheets to Fu- 
gland, where the great importance of the dis- 
covery was soon recognized. At once con- 
peteut copyi sts went to Sinai, ana their copy 
has been edited, translated, and published. 

This new Syriac text does not contain 
the last twelve verses in Mark, which are 
bracketed in our revised version as doubtful. 
Those are the verses which teil of the appear- 
ance of Jesus to Mary Magdalene and the 
disciples after his resurrection; contain the 
words he that believeth ana is baptized,” 
etc. ; giv’ ‘he promise that those who believe 
shall be able to cast out devils and speak 
with new tongues,”’ etc. ; and state that Jesus 
was received up into heaven and sat down at 
the right hand ef, God. The new text 
does not contain the story of the woman taken 
gm adultery, thedorology-at the end of the 
Lords Prayer, the aun of the bloody 
eweat in the garden of Gethsemane, nor the 
prayer, Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.” It omits the words 
‘neither the Son” from the verse in Matthew 
xxiv., 36, the authenticity of which previously 
was doubted, aind justifies the authors of the 
revised version ion many of the well-known 
changes and omissions e felt compelle i to 
make.

seph and Mary, and that probably this was 
the accepted idea of a considerable portion of 


the church at the time this copy of the gos- | 


pels was written. As to the. supposition. that 
both views were orthodox at the time, it is 
open to grave question. But it must be con- 
eaded that the refusal to believe in the mirac- 
ulous conception finds strong support in the 
latest vered reading of the first chapter 
in the * Testament.

REUNITING THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND 
WITH THE CHURCH OF ROME. 

Several of the English religious ‘newspapers 
recently have discussed at considerable length 
the supposed practicability of reuniting the 
Charch of England with the Church of Rome, 
thus healing the schism’ wrought by Henry 
VIII. soon after he had been named Doe. 
fender of the Faith” nearly four centuries 
ago. 

Such a union is improbable, at least for a 
long time to come. Doubtless as to numer- 
ous minor points of difference there might be 
little trouble in making mutual concessions, 
but there are other and grave differences of 
views, the number of which is far from few; 
and it is open to serious question if the eigh- 
teen to twenty millions of Episcopalians and 
the other millions claiming affiliation in creed 
would consent to yield on those points, which 
the Roman Church certainly would not. 
Thére are such dogmas or differences as the 
immaculate conception of Mary, the apostolic 
succession, the- doctrines of transubstantia- 
tion and of purgatory, the theory of auricular 
confession and absolution, the practice 
of extreme unction, the infallibility 
of the Pope, and 
in views as to the use of the scriptures by the 
laity as well as the celibacy of the clergy. 
Every one of these things would constitute 
the subject for a test question of difference, 
and even if all of them could be answered 
hurmoniously there still would remain the 
important one of the right of local self-gov- 
ernment and the ownership of church proper- 
ty by the congregation. Would the Episco- 
palians consent to. put their affairs into the 
hands of an alieged infallible Pope, who is 
practically always an Italian, and a college of 
Cardinals a majority of whom are always 
Italians? Probably not. 

But in regard to two of the points named it 
should seem almost impossible to agree. The 
validity of tne Anglican orders is strenuously 
denied by Rome, and the point is settled.so 
far as Rome was able to settle it. The de 


ere of Pope Clement XI., issued in the case 


of Bishop Gordon in 1704, is accepted by the 
Catholics as a formal and final decision 


upon the ecclesiastical status of clerical con- 


verts, and was cited as conclusive fifty 
yearsago when Dr. Ives, thé Episcopal Bishop 
of North Carolina, sought admission to the 
Roman Catholic Church. It generally is un- 
derstood among the Episcopalian advocates 
of the proposed union that this point would 
not be yielded by the Catholics, and the late 
Bishop Whitehouse of this State used to talk 
about the willingness of certain clergymen of 
his church to concede the point in fact, though 
not admitting it to be necessary as a matter 
of faith and conscience. Then, even if the 


present Pope were willing to reverse the 


action of his predecessofs and concede 


the validity of Episcopalian ordinaton, the 


' priests thus admitted must purge themselves 
of heresy before their church could be re- 
united. The thirty-first article of the Church 
of England, to which all of them have 
scribed, denounces the sacrifice of. masses, 


etc., as blasphemous fables and dangerous

But for those who Ste ecg gy to 4 
Church of England, which resulted from the 
Reformation, it is impossible to see how they 
could be taken into union with the Catholics 


without making concessions which practically 


would amount to a renouncing of all that bas 


been held for 400 years to constitute the vital 


distinctions between the two, Indeed, this 


point was made by Cardinal Gibbons in the 


October number of the American Catholic 
Quarterly Review. He holds that the union 
of various religions and of Christian sects 
must remain a dream or Utopian fancy till 
approach has been made to a settlement of 
the precise points of belief, and of the dxact 
manner in which God desires to be wor- 
shiped. He says it is tenets, creeds, princt- 
ples, that separate the churches, and the re- 
ligiqus cohstitution that can unite them 
“is only that which shall have its origin 
in Heaven,” That by this he means 
the religous constituhon manifested to 
the world by God or his § son, 
and claimed to be podéessed by the Roman 
Church, is not open to question, since the 
Cardinal subsequently states there can be no 
doubt that the recent letter of our Holy 
Father on this subject will compel ready 
assent to the truth he advocates and submis- 
sion to the divinely instituted authority found 
only in the Roman Catholic Church.” The 
Cardinal holds out no hope to those who may 
think the Church of Rome will yield a single 
point in order to procure the pro- 
posed unification of the churches. On 
the contrary all the others will be required to 
bow in obeaience to it, to acknowledge that 
church as an authority which should at once 
be the rule of faith and the bond of unio 
ard admit that all who separate themeelyv 
from it will be against Christ.” Of course 
he was writing by authority, and the members 
of the English Episcopal Chureh now know 
that union with Rome is not possible except 
by unqualified submission. Will er accept 
the terms? 


COLLEGIATE SAVA GERT. 

Collegiate savagery, which has many ways 
of manifesting itself, broke out recently in 
the University of California as an incidental 
outcome of the professional savagery of foot- 
ball. The victim was one Claude G. Campbell, 
son of a Methodist clergyman at Los Angeles, 
now attending the above university, but for- 
merly of Stanford University, and intending 
to return there next month, Campbeil’s 
offensé consisted in wearing the Stanford 
colors, expressing delight at the defeat of 
the university team by the Stanford team, 
and otherwise expressing his, sympathy with 
the college to which he t belonged 


and with which it is his intention speedily to 


‘dentify himself. 

For this offense young Campbell was seized 
after midnight while on his way to his quar- 
ters and blindfolded by a gang of brutes from 
the university.

Whatadds to the brutality 
of the offense is the fact that Campbell is a 
weak young fellow in poor health anda crip- 
ple, and that his mental and physical suffer- 
ing may have serious results, 

It is reported that the faculty of the uni- 
versity will consider this outrageous case of 
hazing upon its merits. This will amount to 
but little. Many other cases of hazing, some 
of them even more serious than this, have 
been considered by college faculties in vari- 
ous parts of the country upon their merits, 
but nothing has come of such investigations. 
What is needed in this case is consideration 
by a grand jury to see what punishment can 
be inflicted upon these savages. It is a thou- 
sand pities that the law does not provide a 
fitting penalty for such brutality instead o 
leaving it to the prejudiced or weak ideas of 
justice displayed by college faculties. If 
justice were done in this case every one of 
the brutes concerned in this outrage upon a 
weak cripple would be sent to the peniten- 
tiary. Instead of having half their heads 
shaved they would have their whole 
heads shaved, and they would be put 
into striped suits and set to work doing some- 
thing useful for the State of California, which 
they are not likely to do while attendmg its 
university. Such a penalty as this not only 
would have a salutary effect upon other stu- 
dents in the university of California but upon 
the attendants at other aolleges who have been 
in the habit of turning what used to be harm- 
less practical jokes idto occasions of brutality 
and savagery. If these practices are to be 
allowed to continue it will not be long before 
the colleges will suffer from lack of patron- 
age or victims will arm and defend them- 
selves, as young Campbell would have been 
justified in doing. 


THE GOSPEL OF CULTURE, 

The pursuit of culture at the present mo- 
ment is so ardent that almost it may be called 
a fad.“ The number of royal roads that are 
offered to every individual for his mental 
culture is legion. Besides the public oppor- 
tunities there are invitations to join clubs or 
societies, to attend lectures, to listen to 
papers, to take part in symposiums, in such 
abundance as to make a great addition to the 
daily mail and a considerable tax upon the 
time, even if one attempt to do little more 
with the major part of them than to decline 
them civilly and appropriately. 

There is something highly commendable in 
the spirit behind this general movement. To 
make the most of one’s own facuities is surely 
the first step towards worthy living. But it is 
only the first step, and to become so absorbed

FREE CLUBS FOR THE PEOPLE. 


A letter from Mr. J. H. McVicker of this 


city was recently printed advocating the es- 
tablishment by the city of free clubs for the 
benetit of the common people during the 
winter montns. In the summer months these 
people have the advantage of the lake shore 
and the parks for their recreation, but in the 


winter little is done for their entertainment. 


Mr. McVicker’s idea is to utilize the public 
schools Lor club purposes on winter evenings, 
Under proper restrictions he is of opinion 
that they can be tendered to societies of 
parents in the school districts free of ‘cost 
and warmed and lighted, and that in each dis- 
trict there would soon be formed debating, 
conversational, singing, sewing, and other 
aseful social societies, He is also of opinion 
that the School Board can well afford to em- 
ploy competent lecturers, so that a lecture 
can be given once a week on the best modes 
of practical life. Mr. MeVicker’s plan, as 


will be seen, contemplates something like the 


Hull House in every school district, though 
not upon as large or comprehensive a scale. 
It is not a new idea, but rather the reviva! of 
a practice of old times, when the school-house 
was made the center of neighborhood activ- 
ity and entertainment. In towns the idea 
would ‘be perfectly feasible.. The only ob- 


stacles standing in the way in Chicago are the 


use of most of the buildings already as night 
schools, and the considerable cost which 
would be entailed in lighting and warming 
those notsoused. Allthesame, Mr. McVicker 
has hit upon a method of entertaining the 
common people in the long winter months 
which ie an excellent one, and perhaps if 
school-houses cannot be obtained some other 
means may be aevised by those interested in 
philanthropy to reach the same end. If no 
other way could be found would it not be 
practical to organize other institutions like 
Hull House which should do for the North 
and South Sides and for the suburban dis- 
tricts the same splendid work which Hull 
House is doing for the West Side? Here is 
certainly a promising outlet for the money 
and the activity of charitably disposed per- 
sons, 


Jona Waren the English labor leader, is 
not one of that class of foreigners who, the 
moment they land here, express their delight 
at everything American and flatter every one 
they meet for the sake of Making themselves 
popular, Almost his first remark on reaching 
Chicago was: : 

O, the streets! Why, a stranger with one eye 
would be disgusted with them. I am told that 
Wabash avenue, down which I drove, is one of 


the best streets in the eity, yet it shows the exist- 
ption that would never be 


It is impossible for a Londoner, who is used to 
the uniform excellence and cleanliness of streets, 
to speak with anything but utter disgust with 
what one witnesses here. I ere is evident mis 
management, defective workmanship, and infe- 
rior material in everything. The condition could 
not be equaled in any city in the old country. A 
walk through them is a pilgrimage of affliction 
rather than a pleasare. Worse than this, if pos- 
sible, is the scandalous condition in which the 
streets are kept. There is filth, dust, and gar- 
bage everywhere. The streets have évidently not 
been pfoperly cleaned for weeks, and with the 


present condition of the paving it would be al- 


most impossible to keep them clean. 

The worst of ali this is the absolute truth of 
its every word. Blunt John Burns has not over- 
stated the condition of the Chivago streets. 
It would be interesting to know his opinion of 
Hopkinsism, which is responsible for what he 
saw. 


Tuns is printed elsewhere in this issue a 
communication signed Humanity,“ which 
sets forth a new suggestion as to a method 
for furnishing employment to idlers. The 
writer argues in favor of a permanent system 
of employment, based, first, upon providing 
for the needy, and, second, upon the improve- 
ment of our streets and alleys. If idlers 
could be set to work the result unquestiona- 
bly would be better and cleaner streets. 
The work should be continuous, so that 
every able-bodied man could obtain 
it. He would have the wages lower than those 
paid by private parties, so that thé number 


seeking work should not be excessive and so 


that they should have inducements to find 
other work as soon as practicable. He argues 
it would be a good use to which to put capital 


and that there neéd not be any considerable 


increase of taxation, since a given sum of 
money would go farther than it does now 
and there would be some saving, particularly 
if professional crooks and criminals were 
driven out of the city. These are the main 
features of his plan, which he presents in a 
general way. They are certainly worthy of 
consideration by the Civic Federation and 
others having t the interests of the city at heart 
with the view of ascertaining whether they 
are practical.

Should Pose as the Choice of the Ohio 
Republicans — Harrison. Men Steal «

gan—tee Trouble Ahead.

—The Presidential battie of 1896 has o 
in Ohio with the peculiar spectacle presented 
of a large element of one of the great political 
parties making a desperate effort to demon- 
strate to the world at large that the Buckeye 
State has no “ favorite son.” 

Many years have elapsed since Ohio failed 
to present one or more “favorite sors” to 
any national convention of one of the great 
political parties. Way back in 1860 
she offered Chase and Vallandigham, 
and since then there have been Thurman 
and Pendleton and Rutherford B. Hayes and 

even Fog Horn” Allen, with John Ster- 
ee in the role of what might be termed u 
chronic favorite son. There are no Demo- 
cratic favorite sons this year. Gov. McKinley 
has been confidently relied upon to fill the 
role tor the Republicans. The Governor is 
willing; even more willing than Barkis ever 
was. 

But there are elements in the Republican 
party of Ohio which do not regard Gov. Mo- 
Kinley as a genuine, simon-pure favorite 
sou. And, justat the present moment, these 
elements are putting themselves very much 
in evidence. 

Since William McKinley, by virtue of his 
position as Chairman of the Ways and Means 
committee of the Congress of 1890, formu- 
lated the first tar/ff-for-protection’s-sake 


of this land, he bas regarded himself and 
been regarded by his friends as an available 
candidate for the Presidency. Demo- 
cratic newspapers published his politi- 
cal obituary after the election of 1890, 
and ran that obituary into a second 
edition in 1892, when even Ohio joined the 
tariff-reform procession, These things, how- 
ever. didn’t discourage Maj. McKinley and 
his friends. They insisted that the apostle of 
high protection was the “logical” Repub- 
lican candidate for 1896, ante proceeding on 
that assumption, sought early — late to se- 
cure for him the nomination. The result of 
the late elections has given new impetus to 
the McKinley movement, and the Governor’s 
Presidential campaign may now be said to 
be well under way.

OAN EUROPEAN WAR BE AVOIDED? 


Perhaps an Equitable Diviston of Alsace- 
Lorraine Would Avail, 

In brief, it is by no means certain that war 
will not break out between France and Ger- 
many within the next ten to fifteen years. If 
this is a dreadful possibility to contemplate, 


it behooves those who wish to see it prevented 
to look out for some means of reconciling 


; reconciliation to the 


the two nations now by removing the cau-e 
of their enmity instead of leaving that 
uncertain agency of 


| time and to the mercy of that blind chance 


by which they may be helplessly driven 
into war tomorrow. When differences of 


argument seem irreconcilable, it is always 
| well to return to first principles, By study- 


ing the geography, ethnology, and history of 
the disputed regions, it may be possible to 
discover a method af disposing of them that 
may be satisfactory to both parties. In all 
suggestions thus far made, Aisace-Lorraine 
has been treated as a unit. Those who say 
that Germany ought to retain it mean 
that she ought to retain all; those who say 
that it ought to be given back to France 
mean that the whole province ought to be 
given back; those who wish to make it inde. 
pendent mean that the entire Reichsland, with 
its present boundaries, ought to be independ- 
ent. No one, looking at this question from 
the standpoint of peace; seems to have taken 
notice of a fact which nevertheless lies at the 
surface and is well knows toa large class of 
readers——a fact which, the moment it is stated, 
is instantly seen to be of the utmost sig- 
nificance.

Interesting Results of Practice Work at 
the Fort Riley School — Devastation 
That Would Result from the Use of 
Shrapnel—Peculiarities of the Construc- 
tion of This Dreaded Prejectile«Mar- 
velous Calculation of Distance and 
Time—Unerring Accuracy of Alm. 

The progress achieved during the last dec- 
ade in the manufacture and use of heavy ar- 
tillery for naval use ana for coast defense has 
furnished material for many interesting news- 
paper articles. The great guns have been so 
carefully and thoroughly described that they 
are now fairly well understood, and Ameri- 
cans believe they possess as complete and per- 
fectan equipment of these monster guns as 
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any ordinary contingency can possibly de- 
mand. But the relative progress in the con- 
struction and manipulation of light artillery 
for field uses, however, has been referred to 
very slightly and nothing like an accurate 
statement of facts regarding this branch of 
the service has been given to the public. That 
field artillery has progressed to a state of al- 
most absolue perfection and that the guns in 
use by our government are the most effective 
and deadly weapons imaginable it is the pur- 
pose of this article to explain. 

At Fort Riley, Kas., there was established 
in the winter of 1888.7 a school of instruc- 
tion for the cavairy and light artillery arms 
of the service. The old military post was en- 
larged at an expense of $200,000 and was so 
thoroughly remodeled as to make it at pres- 
eat one of the largest and best equipped mill-

and Capt. Crozier, both of the Ordnance De- 
partment.

Ten rounds 
were fired without mishap in 12 minutes and 
21 seconds. The Ordnunce Board which con- 
ducted the tests reported upon it as follows: 

he test of this carriage has demonstrated that 
it possesses in a mark degree the properties 
which should pertain to a disappearing carriage 
for bigh-power 
tion, so that 
easily understood. Loadmz and mageuver 
are effécted by operations which are accomplish 
by hand with ease, certainty, and great rapidity, 
and these operations simulate very closely those 
required’ with the barbette carriages already 
adopted by the department. 

However, some possible improvements were 
suggested, and in fact the size, weight, and 
cost of the eight-inch carriage have since 
been reduced and its cfficiency increased. 
The Ordnance Board has found the results of 
this carriage “‘exceedmg for rapidity and 
smoothness of operation the most sanguine 
expectations. 

The ten- inch carriage on the same system 
has béen tried with equally good results. 
The time for traversing through nearly 49°, 
with four men at work, was à little 
less than two minutes with the gun 
up, seconds with the gun 
down, The time of passing from an eleva- 
tion of about minus 4*to plus 16° was 31 
seconds with the gun up and 20 seconds with 
the gun down, in passing back it was 29 
seconds, four men bemg used. The time for 
raising the gun from the loadimg to the firing 
position was but 113¢ seconds, and for firing 
ten rounds only 14 minutes seconds 
were required, The official report on this 
carriage was that on account of the sim- 
plicity of its construction, involvi no 
valves, pumps, or other complicated ap- 
pliances, and the fact that by methods easily

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| PERMANENT EXHIBITION PLANNED. 


Buallding in Prospect on the Site of “ But- 
falo Rin“ Wa West. 

Plans for the building of the Chicago Bx. 
hibition oe are completed, and the pro- 
moters of the rprise now announce Shey 
have matters so far along as to practically 
insure its success. 

The proposed building, planned by S. 8. 
Beman, is designed in the Italian style on 
simple straightforward lines. dependence 
being placed for effect on massive simplicity 
and graceful proportions. The first story walls 

be pierced with a lar series 
of large arched openings, fteen feet 
wide, filled with glass, forming a 


continuous arcade around the entire building. 


Over these arches in the second story will be 
square-headed windows so disposed as to pro- 
duce, in conjunction with the cornice and im- 
post molding over the large first story arches, 
the effect ofa deep frieze, which, with its 
cornicé projecting four feet, will be effective 
and dignified. From the sidewalk to the top 
of this frieze or cotnice is forty feet. The 
exterior street walls are of buff-colored 
pressed brick, forty feet in height from the 
sidewalk, and present a total street frontage 
of 2,200 feet.

THE STRENGTH OF OUR ARMY. 


‘An Authoritative Statement by Adjatant- 
General Ruggles. 

lorth American Review: The strength of 
the enlisted men in the permanent military 
establishment, or, as it is popularly known, 
the Regular Army, was established by law in 
“1866, one year after the close of the late war, 
at 61,605. This was reduced in 1869 to 35.,- 
036, and again in 1870 to 30,000. From 
that time till 1874 it remained at the last- 
named figure. In 1874, for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1875, Congress appropri- 
‘ated for only 25.000 men, and the same for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1876, Later in 
1876 this number was temporarily Increased 
2.500 on account of Indian hostilities in the 
Northwest following the Custer massacre, 
with the proviso that it should be reduced at 
the cessation of such hostilities. This reduc- 
tion was made in 1877. From that time till 
1879 appropriations were for 25,000 men 
only. In 1879 the strength of the army was 
fixed definitely by act ot Congress at 25,000 
men, unless otherwise authorized by law.“ 
At the time of this reduction the organization 
of the line was the same asit is today—to wit: 
Ten regiments of cavalry, five regiments of 
artillery, and twenty-five regiments of in- 
fantry. Each regiment of cavalry con- 
sist of tweive troops or companies; 
each regiment of artillery of twelve bat. 
teries or companies, ten of ‘which were foot 
and two mounted; each j of infantry 
of ten companies. The reduction so crippled 
the companies of cavalry and infantry that in 
order to give them proper strength for inde- 
pendent movements. it was found necessary 
to consolidate the twelve troops into ten, and 
the ten companies into eight, by transferring 
to them the enlisted men be'onging to the 
other two, and leaving the organization of 
these: two on paper only. Consequently, a 
regiment of cavairy today consists of ten

Miss Rose Coghlan has a new version of 
The Woman in White,“ and Fanny Daven- 
port will act again in some of the romantic 
French melodramas in which she has found 
profit if not much renown. The comparative 
failure of Mr. Crane’s Falstaff in the Hast 
has given a rude shock to his ambition, and 
he is about to return to the modern come 
dies, in which he rarely fails to be amusing, 
although too often it is at the cost of his 
artistic reputation. Of the younger perform- 
ers John Drew is the most hopeful, his work 
in The Bauble Shop showing undisputable 
capacity of growth, and his progress in 
serious plays will be worth watching. Miss 
Kathryn Kidder, a Chicago actress, 
who seems to be prevented by fate 
from appearing in ber native city, 
is said to have made a hit in Washington and 
other cities in the title role of Sardou's Sans- 
Gene.“ This is a play in which the First Na- 
poleon figures as an incidental, not the central 
figure; it has been much talked about in Lon- 
don and Paris, but Chicago is not likely to 
see it until next season. It would be policy 
on the part of Miss Kidder's manager, Augus- 
tus Pitou, to bring it here shortly, because 
Mme. Réjane, in the French original piece, is 
contemplating an American tour. 

Sarah Bernhardt is not to revisit this 
country this winter, being occupied with her 
preparations for Sardou’s latest piece, La 
Duchesse d’Athénes”’; also for her coming 
appearance as Prince Hal to the Falstaff 
of Coquelin. The Parisian comedian will no 
doubt refine Falstaff out of all resemblance 
to the creation of Shakspeare, ashe did the 
character of Petruchio. Our most interesting 
foreign visitor, in the absence of Duse, about 
whom the reports are contradictory, will be 
Beerbohn Tree, the only serious rival of Irv- 
ing in London, and a character actor of force 
and originally. He will appear in Hamlet 
and half a dozen other plays, inoluding The 
Red Lamp, in which he made one of his 
earlist hits. A man capable of impersonating 
Falstaff and Gringoire bought to be extremely 
interesting. Charles Wyndham is expected, 
and, presumably, will bring with him H. A. 
Jones’ new comedy. The Case of Rebellious 
Susan.’ Miss Olga Nethersole is already 
in this country. The chief interest in Wilson 
Barrett’s return will center in The Manx 
man, which is reputed to follow closely the 
text of Haii Caine’s novel, and may be valua- 
ble on that aceount.

NAPOLEON NOT A SUCCESS ON THE STAGE. 


Many Attempts Made to Create the Charac- 
ter. but None Are Great Ones. 

The honor of writing a truly great play em- 
bodying Napoleon Bonaparte as its chief 
character has not yet been granted to any of 
the prominent dramatists of the century. It 
is a matter of frequently expressed surprise 
that the lack of availab.e dramatic material 
has not led some of the most prominent writ- 
ers of stage works to utilize incidents in the 
life of this greatest of European Generals for

Richard Mansfield also essayed the role re- 
cently in New York in a drama which at best 
was only a number of disjointed but effective 
scenes with Napoleon as the chief - person- 
age. The play was an ambitious and credita- 
ble effort, but it does not promise to survive 
any considerable length of time, It is safe to 
say that the most successful of the stage Ne. 
poleons at just this time is the burlesque of 
the character which Charles H. Hoyt has cre- 
ated for the Colonel in “A ilk White 
Flag.“ This Napoleon is really not Napo- 
leon at all, but a citizen soldier who resembles 
the Emperor’ s likenesses so closely that his 
comrades have made him their chief officer. 
Another Napoleon now on the boards is intro- 
duced in Mile. Rhea’s play of Josephine, 
but it has not enjoyed prominence.

ABOUT THEATER OSHERS. 


Be careful that you treat with proper re- 
spect the young man in the evening suit who 
shows you to your reserved seat at the theater 
in the evening. Someday when your tooth 
aches badly you may want him to pull it out 
for you. 

Don’t be impatient with that same young 
man when you find that others are ahead of 
you at the entrance of the aisle and he prefers 
to follow the good old maxim, “ first come, 
first served. There may bea time not far 
distant when you will owe him a daqctor’s bill 
| and perhaps you will ask him to wait much 
longer than he wants. 

Above all don’t fly into a rage at the young 
man who hands out the programs if you are 
late at the play and you find all the bills 
gone. 

_ ‘Remember he does not own the theater and 

is therefore not responsibie for its shortcom- 
wings. And. besides, he may be the inspector 
of gas meters in your district and may take 
it in his head to get undue advantage of you 
later on. 

These are all excellent things to remember, 
for the theater usher bas to answer for many 
sins of others and the chances are that he is 
a most estimable young man. 

The eleven prominent theaters in Chicago 
employ about seventy young men as, ushers. 

rhaps 20 per cent of that number hold 
other positions in the theaters, such as assist- 
ant treasurers, box office men, billers, and 
the like, The rest work every night in the 
week from 7:80 until 11 o’clock and an hour 
or so matinée day. For their services they 
receive a week t at the down-town the- 
— ther wise it is only $3. Who are 
young men? Where do they come 
— How do they earn their livelihood? 
Where They Come From.

But the ushers at the Chicago theaters are 
not all students by any means, Many are 
clerks in the big down-town department 
stores and some come from business offices, 
One department store furnishes no less than 
ten ushers for each of the down-town houses, 
and some of the young men have 
held their positions six years. r evenings 
are their own and their employers cannot find 
grounds for objections on thatscore. Their 
chief obstacle is that they are required at the 
theaters Wednesday and Saturday afternoons 
from 2 until 4 lock. To enable them to 
perform their obligations to both employers 
they arrange a relief system so the luncheon 
hour of one comes directly after that of the 
other, In this way they keep one or two men 
at the theater during the entire afternoon.

‘ next morning. when I re ed from 
mass, where I had again seen Katharina, I 
found in my room a clerk of the court and a 
beadle. who, in the name of the law, investi- 
gated my papers and soon discovered Kath- 
arina’s letters.

She was condemned 
to go through a hard school at this time, and 
to me also it was full ‘of keen trial. True, 
perhaps, I might have been spared the worst 
had I not so poorly understood how to bend 
my stiff neck. On the first examination I in- 
sisted on my right to the maiden who deemed 
me worthy of her love. Nay, I even dared to 
suggest to the magistrates that if driven to 
extremities I would appeal to the Emperor. 
Such conduct was wholly wrong and couid 
not fail to rouse the council against me, be- 
cause, for praiseworthy reasons, nothing was 
more objectionable to its members than any 
interference, no matter from what quarter, in 
its own affairs. So I was conducted to a tur- 
ret chamber in the prison, where I was con- 
fined udder bolt and bar for several days. 

The Sunday following St. Luke’s, in the 
year 1504, I was obliged to submit to the 
sentence the Honorable Council imposed upon 
me. The judges had read our letters, han- 
dled the little chain, and accepted Eva’s aunt 
esa trustworthy witness. 

My property was passed over to strike at my 
person, but the council sentenced me to two 
months’ imprisonment in a tower under lock 
and key, one of which, however, was re. 
mitted as an act of clemency, and the other I 
was at liberty to escupe by the payment ofa 
fine. This 1 did, and was thus spared the 
humiliation of imprisonment. On the other 
hand, I was forbidden to enter the precincts 
of the city for five years; though I was in- 
formed that this punishment was by no means 
intended to assail the purity of my honor;

trothal, and that I would be released as soon 
as I declared, on 2 — I would bear the

to so long a period of exile without resistance, 
Herr Wilibaid Pirckheimer lent me a helping 
hand, and mainly through his favorable inter- 
cession and that of his friend, the great artist, 
Albrecht Durer.

In view of the Emperor’s habite it is little 
wonder that the court occasionally gets into 
financial etraits which surpass the under- 
standing of its officials and require the head 
ot a onal financier like Dr. Miquel of 
the — Cabinet. To be sure the Empe- 
to cheat his wife’s dress- 
makers, as the Paris editors have declared re- 
peatediy, yet twice since he ascended 
the throne he has found the year’s 
balance of household income and expenditure 
on the wrong side of the book. One trouble 
with the Emperor's account is due to the fact 
that, while living asa German Emperor, he 
draws money only as King of Prussia and 
head of the house of Hohenzrilern. The em- 
ire gives him annually $375,000 to be spent 
n presents for needy subjects or worthy 
enterprises, and $22,000 for the salaries of 
his adjutants, but nothing more. All the reat 
comes from Prussia. sum is not impns- 
ing—less than $4,.000,000—especially when 
compared with the civil lists of other con- 
spicuous. sovereigns, The Russian Emperor 
has a state income of almost $0,000,000 a 
year, besides drawing several millions more 
as chief of the House of Romanoff. The 
Emperor of Austria, with a large private in- 
come, gets $5,100,000, and the King of Italy, 
who stays at home and has few extravagant 
habits, cannot make the ende lap with 
n Even Queen Victoria, whose 

rugality is proverbial at continental courts, 
receives fully $1,000,000 more than does the 
German Emperor and King. If the Emperor 
ig to continue shining as an imperial 
star of the first magnitude he will have to 
equeeze from the Prussian Parliament a mill- 
ion or so more. He doubtless has wished for 
several years to do this, and his Ministers 
have wished to do the same for him, but no- 
body at court or in the Cabinet has been able 
to screw his courage to the asking point. The 
Radicals and Social Democrats let loose such 
a hulla balloo over every new item of govern- 
ment expense that it will require a bold and 
callous man to propose anew grant to the 
crown. 

So much for the official side of the Berlin 
court, Between it and the imperial family 
circle comes the social life of the court and 
its frequenters. This social lie is so envel- 
oped in clouds of gossip, slander, and inuuen- 
do that it is impossible to distinguish exactly 
between truth and fiction. Mme. Juliet 
Adam, who professes to have unusual aszocia- 
tions with every court in Burope, says of court 
lite in Berlin 

“Adultery flourishes like a plant in its 
chosen soil; it ripens in the light of day, dis- 
plays, gathers, and enjoys its fruits without 
seruple.

Hedd 
not violate the common law of morals with 
the reekless openness that princes of the blood 
so often affect at other courts. He always 
pu id more uttentionto his wite than to any 
other woman, despite Mme, Adams’ predic- 
tion to the contrary, and in one way or an- 
other always managed to keep his home fairly 
happy. Without douh this was due partly to 
the traditions of the house of Hohenzollern, 
which has never been swept away by such 
waves of debauchery as often have come over 
the Austrian, English, French, and Russian 
courts; but those who have known the Em- 

ror will say that it was due largely to 

isown high ideal of the figure which the 
monarch should make before his  peo- 
ple. He certainly was more moral 
than the old Emperor, and did not step 
aside so frequentiy as did his father, 
the Emperor Frederick, who, with all his 
reputation for goodness, enlightenment, 
and domiesticity. drove his wife repeated 
ly to the verge of desertion, if not di- 
vorce. Since his accession to the throne Will- 


iam has become as severe a cerisor of morals - 


as of art andletters. Despite the cloud raised 
by the Kotze scandal, it would de hard to find 
any Berliner, except the professional gossip 
peddier or Social Democrat, who is not con- 
vinced of the moral correctness of his Emper- 
or’s daily life. In fact, the fault found. with 
William is that he now stands so erect that he 
leans backward. In his general houseciean- 
ing he did not spare anybody whose moral 
reputation was notorious; even his own 
sister, the Princess Charlotte.

He ‘smiles the eeif- 
satisfied smile of the happy German husband 
when the Empress excuses herself from a 
little family dinner party to look after the 

ÜUdren.“ He does not weary of letting his 
friends hear that she is a.devoted mother and 
housekeeper.

To be sure. he does 
not train them with sticks, manacies, and 
breakfast plates, as did old Frederick William 
with Frederick the Great, yet he sees to it 
that little of their time is wasted upon profitless 
amusement.

The rest of the 
day outside the hours for meals is filled with 
instruction for those past the seventh year.

EDUOATION OF THE ROMAN OLERGY. 


Address at the Brussels Congress by Father 
Zahm of Notre Dome. l 

Ron, Nov. 12.— This speech was delivered 
at the last scientific congress at Brussels by 
the Rev. Father Zahm of the Congregation of 
the Fathers of the Cross, Professor in the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame at South Bend, Ind. 
It was hailed by all intelligent minds as a 
program blessed and approved by Leo XIII, 
as an echo of his sovereign thought, 
It is from the United States, 
from that progressive church, seek- 
ing for a new ecclesiastical type, that come to 
us words of reform, of light, and of power. It 
is from those shores that comes to us the in- 
citemént to serious and arduous studies to the 
high culture which is to place a halo on the 
brow of the cle and consecrate it as the 
guide ofa 
tile to the divine ideal. Therefore Leo XIII., 
writes Innominato — Who is supposed to 
be the editor of Le Moniteur de Rom—to the 
New York Sun, 
to the m 
ly received this 
science. Is it not he who, never fline 
has always greeted with joy the 
faith and science, of church and thought? Is 
it not he who has proclaimed that the higher 
synthesis of the things of heaven and earth 
was a kind of sacrament that was to purify, 
‘elevate, enlarge, and consolidate the new cur- 
rents of civilization? It is with an outburst 
of gratitude that Europeans bless these re- 
formers from beyond the Atlantic, wha, like 
the Lombard or Saxon sages of Charle- 
magne’s time, dream of reconciling two 
worlds, of molding a new society, and of pre- 
paring something like a revival of that eighth 
century, the crown and fulfillment of a long 
life of labors and hopes, 

In his speech, in fact, Prof. Zahm knits to- 
gether once more the chain of the glorious 
and fruitfyl traditions of the medieval doctors 
with the intellectual aspirations of our cent- 
ury. It is a manifesto. If he has struck a 
responsive chord in the souls of the elect, it 
is because he has well expressed great desires 
which are common to many. At all times 
the church, faithful to the golden words 
of St. Vincent of Lérins, re- 
newed her scientific methods, just as she 
has brought her social, political, and 
religious action to bear upon each ce 1 
in uccordance with the conditions and 
of each period. This stationary s her 
adversaries call her—this immutable, this 
eternal church, knows the secret of 
human activity. Platonic with the Alex- 
andrians, Greek with St. Augustine and the 
fathers, Aristotelian with the intellectual 
giants of the middle ages. humanistic with 
the renaissance, and literary in the seven- 
teenth century, the Spouse of Christ has al- 
ways utilized the tendencies of the higher 
science, and applied the scientific gains of 
every, period to her divine trust. 

The cause of the inferiority of clerical edu- 
cation today, what deadens our efforts, what 
stops our forwafd progress, is that the intel- 
lectual horizon of the seminaries has not been 
widened. Assuredly the ideal of the seven- 
teenth century seminary has acharm and a 
grandeur 


which the most ardent innovators 
cannot deny. It was the end of an epoch in 
history. It had been established at a moment 
when, after all its conquests were made, Ca- 
tholicism had created an atmosphere of man- 
ners, of traditions, in which it was 
enough to preserve, This education treated 
the priest as the guardian of worship, as the 
distinguished and pure preserver of the church. 
When the age had lief the office of the 
apostle and of the minister took on a char. 
acter of its own. Elegance, piety, knowl- 
edge, pure end simple, too complete a separa- 
tion from the world, retirement, absolutely 
correct manners, were the characteristics of 
the clergy. St. Sulpice was the sacred semi 
nary which sent out the most marked and most 
beloved examples of thatgeneration. Perfect 
then, this type seems, if not defective, at 
any rate insufficient in our day. We no 
longer live in the midst of religious . we 
are rent by contradictory ideas, which are 
struggling for the control of men’s souls. 
When society bears within its breast such 
manifold struggles and aspirations the priest 
is no longer merely the guardian of worship 
and the preserver of the conquest, he is above 
all the man of action, he is the apostle and 
the disseminator of the truth, He muet have 
knowledge and power. He must know his 
own time ana distinguish in it whatever is 
right and good, follow the current of ideas 
and remember the peculiarities of the 
century, live in the world, keep in touch 
with men, great and small, act upon them 
according to the circumstances of the coun- 
try and of the time; such is the need. 
need, like all others, must create its organs, 
How could it be possible, then, to om con- 
fined in a world of former days wh was 
suited to other conditions? It would be to 
stop in the veyards of the past and weep 
over these degenerate days; it would be to 
withdraw from this world, such as it is, which 
it is the mission of the el to teach, to 
turn to God, and to direct. it would be to 
give up the sacred ministry, to embrace de- 
serted altars, careless of leading to them the 
indifferent and thoughtless crowd. It would 
be death, followed by desolation. 
That is what all true men say in under- 


ery out in the market place, It looks as 
though we no longer possess the proud spirit 
of former times, the faculty of growing 
young, the power of renewal, Only too right 
are they who impute to us the spirit of rou- 
tine. e confuse with more eeilf-satisfaction 
than correctness tradition with stagnation, 
what is absolute with what irc only relative, 
the divine trust with methods. We 
are cowardly and lose faith in ourselves. 
There is something indescribably touch 
and painfully sad in observing this stoi 
holding to worn-out forms, when every- 
thing about us is moving and chan o 
attempt to reform, no impulse to new 
action. We languidly await at the doors of 
the temple that the crowd come to it of its 
own accord. Only it does not come. 
saints and reformers of the periods of transi- 
tion would thrill with igdignation in the pres- 
ence of this conservatism, which is really 
quietism. 

That is why I wish to call attention to the 
speech and the ange! yn of Father Zahm.

age. It is the honor, I may also say, it is the 
mission, of the United States to produce such 
men and to give us such lessons. When these 
enlightened innovators, innovators after the 
pattern of the fathers and the doctors, have 
received encouragement from Rome they are 
guides, Let us follow them.

ALBINO COON IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Albino raccoons are somewhat of a rarity, 
yet they are encountered now and then. Har 


low Bell of Currituck County, N. C., had an 


experience a few days ago with one of these 
creatures that was amusing as well as ex- 


citing. | 

A season of protracted drought had pre- 
valled and varmints of all kinds had to go 
long distances for water. Knowing of a deep 
hole in the big swamp a mile or so away, he 
persuaded three negroes, Pompey Tillett, 
Issacher Co, and Babylon Cason, to accom. 
pany him on a’coon hurt one November night, 
his experience as a successful hunter telling 
him that he would be likely to find a coon or 
two somewhere around this spot. 

It will be understood that the raccoon is 
nocturnal in its habits, except in inaccessible 
portions of the swamp, which at midday are 
as the twilight, because of the dense foliage 
and the impenetrable undergrowth. Yet the 
creature is fond af sunshine, especially in 
cold weather; when it will find a concealing 
notch or fork on the south side of a tree 
trunk, where it will lie sleeping for hours. 
But it sleeps by day asa e, and does its 
foraging by night; bemg as nearly as may be 
an omnivorous animal, readily accepting for 
ite food fruits, nuts, small birds, lizards, 
snails, young rabbits, squirrels, etc. . What- 
ever its food, it. must have water, so Mr. 
Bell’s judgment was correct as to the proba- 
ble presence of the animal at the tarn, which 
lay hidden beneath thick-foliaged juniper 
trees, while great patches of cane almost com- 
pletely surrounded it.

CAN WITHSTAND BATTERIES OF LEAD. 


Nor cana volley of ordinary rifle balls be 
warranted to arrest the rush of a grizzly 
from a distance of anything above thirty 
steps. In the Saw Tooth Ratge, twenty miles 
north of Boise City, Idaho, a party of hunters 
from Fort Banner two years ago emptied 
their Winchesters into a mountain bear 
trotting down a rocky glen, which finally 
obstructed their view of his retreat, 
though a number of parallel tracks of blood 
convinced them that more than one of their 
shots must have taken effect, Last summer 
that same bear was chased and killed near 
ain pense Lake, at the north end of the range, 
and an autopsy, conducted by a military sur- 
geon, revealed the fact that two“ bullets of a 
38-caliber had become incrusted in the brute’s 
lungs, while three others had lodged between 
his hide and his shoulde: bones, 

In nine out of ten cases, says a writer in the 
Globe-Democrat, the tirst experience of the 
demoniac powers of saltpeter is, however, 
sufficient to cure a grizzly from his pen- 
chant for lowland: raids and turn him 
into a Sierra dweHer as exclusive almost 
as a Rocky Mountain goat or the yel- 
low bear of the Himalaya highlands. The 
total area of those upland haunts is nearly 
ten times that of the European Alps, and only 
their dreariest summit regions are entirely in- 
hospitable to a guest with the omnivorous ap- 
petite of the mountain bear, ides rem- 
nants of the once numerous herds of elk, 
sheep, and deer, there are always hares, 
coneys, gophers, mountain grouse, and in 


summer a great variety of berries and nuts. 


Wild piums, too, are found on sunny slopes 
as far north as Wyoming, and the California 
Sierras abound with edible pine seeds almost 
as sweet as filberts. ; 

With such a menu the grizzly will reach a 
weight of 1,800 pounds without ever levying 
contributions on the valley farmer, and the 
support of his progeny is besides facilitated 
by the diminutive size of the new-born cubs. 
A week after birth the baby grizzly weighs 
only two pounds, and has his eyes open and 
learned to use them for self-supporting 
purposes before’ his dietetic exigencies 
ean possibly inconvenience his moth- 
er. gray wolf, his chief eom- 
petitor for the anima) food supply of the Sier- 
ras. is found occasionally at an elevation of 
6,000 feet, but higher up the mountain bear 
has no rival at all, and will probably survive 
the westward progress of culture for the next 
thousand years, even if the twentieth century 
should witness the time predicted by Prof. 
Everett Taylor when the game resources of 
the plainsshall have become so scant that 
sportsmen will crouch in a rifle pit all day to 
get a shot at a prairie dog. 


A HUNTER’S PARADISE, 


As a fact one really exists; though, were it 
not for its inaccessibility, it would long since 
have become as devoid of game asacity park. 

It is way down in Texas, in Tom Green 
and Crockett Counties, embracing level 
prairie and deep cafion, treeless stretches and 
heavy forests in its extent. There are no 
towns upon it, no railroads, no stage lines 
even. Here and there you come upon nomadic 
herders of sheep and goats, camping near 
water holes, and wandering with their flocks 
in search of grazing. Now and then you may 
gee a cowboy on his Texas mount engaged in 
rounding up cattle that have strayed from 
their ranges to this unclaimed tract. but 
game! The supply is inexhaustible and the 
variety innumerable. Antelope in immense 
herds, deer—white tail and black tail—bear, 
boar, puma, wildcat, wolves—principally 
sneaking coyotes, but with an occasional gray 
throw in. Along all the water courses, the 
Concho River and the tribtuary creeks, ducks 
and turkeys; in the chaparral Bob White and 
mountain quail; prairie chickens every where, 
But withal it isa poor place for the leisure- 
loving, pleasure-seeking, so-cailed hunter, 
There are days of weary travelmg on foot 
or'on horsebacx; there are nights of camp- 
ing with the sky for a tent and a blanket 
for warmth; and there is a woeful lack 
of water. Strong, capacious wagons with 
hardy teams must be provided, and much 
space taken up with kegs, in which water for 
the entire outfit must be carried thirty. fifty, 
or seventy miles, such is its scarcity and the 
distance between points of supply. One must 
needs be a hunter from very love of every 
fatigue and hardship entailed to pass the 
boundaries of this choice tract. So it is that 
hunting parties here are rarely met with, and 
those that do appear are for the most part 
composed of good shots and good hunters, 
who know better than to neediessly frighten 
away the game and thus ruin their pleasure 
Conse- 
quently the country still remains a veritable 
hunters’ paradise. 

My earliest experience in this field was in 
company with the Colonel.“ In view of 
this title his true patronymic is often lost 
sight of; Colonel he is to all his acquaint- 
ances, old and young, so let us not wish to 
raise the veil of mystery surrounding his fam- 
ily name. He was a genial, plethoric old gen- 
tlemen, who wore giasses to read his newspa- 
per, but sighted a rifle up to 800 yards 
without their aid. Active and energetic, a 
remarkable shot, and perfectly conversant 
with the country, and the habits and haunte 
of the principal game, I could not have fol- 
lowed a better guide or listened to the adyice 
of an abler counselor.

One shot settled the buck, and while his 
consorts fled danger ft descended the 
cafion side and plunged my knife into his 
throat; then, after one moment’s hesitation, 
I closed my eyes and applied: my mouth to 
the gash. The blood coursed down my throat 
in a creamy stream, but a very little sufficed 
to allay my thirst, and I desisted. n to 
collect dry brushwood while daylight still 
lingered and to light it with my only match; 
haunch, 
sputtering and broiling over the flames ona 
pointed stick; and how good it tasted! Noth- 

was ever so grateful. 

now piled brush on the fire, hoping its 
flame might beseen by the party, and lay 
down by ita very tired and footsore tender- 
foot. 1 fell asleep, only to wake from the in- 
tense cold to find my fire dwindled to a few 
coals, I nurse and encourage with 
more brush till the flame once more springs 
up, and I again fail. asleep, to be awakened 


again and again. Coyotes smell the blood 


and meat, and comeas near the fire and the 
moving human figure as they dare, and there 
they circle about, their eyes flashing, their 
jaws snapping, and the. whole pack 
howling and yelling in chorus like so many 
fiends incarnate, ’ The recesses of the 
little canon are hidden im inky black- 
ness, from which sounds as of stealthy 
movements come. The stars above shine 
coldly, but the north wind blews colder. still, 
till my teeth chatter in my head and I shiver 
as though in an e fit. And there I cower 
over my fire, wondering if the wood in the 
cafion wiil last till day, when there comes a 
piercing shriek—a e. the t- 
est delight, for it isu man’s voice, and I am 
saved further discomfort. I try to shout in 
reply, but only a hoarse whispering sound 
comes from my lips; but I seize my rifle and 
fire a salute, and the next moment, witha 
tremendous crashing through the brush, one 
of the party, sent by the Colonel, appears 
with his saddle mule. I have but one ques- 
tion: Did you bring any water?“ No.“ 
We strap the deer on the mule’s back and 
foot it into camp, three miles away. 

This experience has not been repeated, once 
being as many times as desirable. The 
Colonel boasts that he never gets lost, but 
those who knew say he bas had some very 
narrow escapes. A few aights later he did 
not reach camp till 10 o’clock, though 5 had 
been his latest hour before. Still he stoutly 
maintained that he was not lost—he knew 
where he was all the time; the only trouble 
was that he couldn’t exactly locate the camp. 
And he grew quite indignant at our having 
fired our rifles to attract his attention—a use- 
less precaution, owmg to the Colonel’s slight 
deafness—and growled under his breath some- 
what because we had not kept the firé up so 
that it could be seen, This was one hair- 
breadth escape for the Colonel. 

For twenty days we followed a romantic 
existence, moving from day to day, according 
to our judgment of the best hunting country, 
and meeting with the usual success of hunt. 
ers in that region. Quail and prairie chick- 
ens awaited us at every camp. Members of 
the party would go out in the morning and 
some time during the day return with the car- 
cass of a deer, an antelope, or bring word of 
still larger quarry requiring mule-power to 
bring into camp. boars and mountain 
lions, foxes and lecats yielded their furry 
coats to us. Each mule Sauntingly wore a 
white tail at his head, the wagon bows were 
festooned with choice heads and antlers, 
while we all grew browner and heartier than 
ever under the régime of open air life and 
strong diet. Water we poesessed but 
little of, insomuch that washi of 
haads or face, unless when bloody from 
some encounter with deer or other game, con- 
stituted a crime. and when the Colonel’s dog, 
slipping slyly out of the tent at night, drank 
the last of the water—there was only enough 
for coffee once—he was branded an outcast 
and became the recipient of many surrep- 
titious kicks behind the Colonel’s back. 

We were then compelled to break camp and 
march ‘to the nearest water, which fortunately 
was but ten miles away. And then the ques- 
tion arose, was it worth our while to turn to 
new portions of the country, or should we go 
home? We had all the meat we could carry, 
and should a change in the weather come it 
would spoil on our hands, It transpired then 
that we were all surfeited with an excess of 
successful hunting; and rather longed for civ- 
ilization once more. The vote was unanimous 
and we took up our line of march homeward, 


TREED BY A BIG MOOSE. 

T. G. Lancey arrived home from a hunting 
expedition Monday night, says the Pittsfield 
Advertiser, with three fine deer and a mag.- 
nificent bull moose. Ben Seward and F. C. 
Puoler of Skowhegan, who were with him, had 
three deer apiece.

April 28, 1794, Charles Hector d’Estaing 
was guillotined in Paris for the crime of 
membership. His ally, Comte de Rocham- 
beau, narrowly escaped the same fate. The 
revolution in France completely exterminated 
the Order of Cincinnati in that country, 
nor was it reéstablished there until about 


seven years ago. It scarcely needs to explain 


that eligibility in the order was based upos 
the aid rendered the Continental forces by 
gallant foreigners during our war for inde- 
pendence. 

In 1784 the whole Union imagined that it 
felt the effecta of hereditary aristocracy; 
the “aristocrats” being the wily chiefs and 
powerful families of the several States. 

Rhode Island disfranchised citizens who 
were members of the Order of the Cincinnati. 
In Massachusetts it was declared dangerous 
to the peace, liberty. and safety of the Union. 
Such terms as “‘ Hereditary peerage. The 
Cincinnati seeks the exclusive right to offices 
honors, and authorities—civil and military,’ 
were common throughout the Union. Thomas 
Jefferson wrote from Paris Nov. 14, 1786, 
that he saw in the society opposition to the 
natural equality of man; a —< whose de- 
velopment would destroy the. fabric we have 
Its meetings are objectionable. I 
call upon the Cincinnati to distribute; its 
funds and burn its eagies.”’ 

Notwithstanding these assaults, based on 
misconception or malice, the order of the 
Cincinnati survived, in part. From its ranks 
came the best framers and defenders of the 
Republic.
